fallen away and the valley for a dis- 
tance of two miles was entirely choked 
up by rocks and debris piled to an aver- 
age height of 60 fect 
| Simultaneously with the faliing 
the rocks an immense fissure 
| earth opened on the northern side of 
| Turtle mountain. The fissure extended 
for a distance of three quarters of a 
luile and Was many feetin width. This 
yawning chasm still remains open. 

In the downward rush of the debris 
and other material that was thrown up 
by the upheaval, the entire operating 
plant of the French Canadian Coal 
company was carried away. Seven 
liouses also owned by the company 
were smashed into kindling, six of them 
being entirely obliterated and their oc- 
cupants killed, while 10 other houses,

‘after that a twilight ensued. The ma- 
terlal from the slide came down in al- 
most a yertical wall of rock and crussed 
the vailey, a distance of more thana 
mile, and went part way up the foot 


hills on the opposite side of the valley | 


to a height far above the highest 
building in the town.

BREAD AND WATER DIET

Boston, May 1.—Because of their re- 
fusal to obey order$, 82 men from the 
receiving ship Wabash were placed in 
irons on board the prison ship Southery 
at the navy yard and will remain there 
five days under prison fare of »read and 
water.

A HARD STRUGGLE COMING 


Declaration That Labor Combinations 
Have Employers Bound Hand and 


| 
Foot—Sociatism thu Maix Purpose of 


the American Federation of Labor 


Rutland, Vt.,

ness, including manufacturing, met | 
Lere to consider a call for the forma: | 
tion of a state federation of employers, 
The purpose of such a federation 
would be to oppose organized labor. 
No federation was formed 1t this time, 
due to the fact that local Lodies of 
employers did not officially send dele- 
gates. Several interesting speeches 


were made on the subject of the call | 


and many of those present formally 
endorsed the movement by eurolling 
themselves in the federation which is 
to be created, 

This movement began seyera! months 
ago by the formation of a Manufac- 
turers’ association in and around Rut- 
land. ‘There are other local bodies in 
similar lines, and the object of the 
meeting was to arouse interest in the 
movement among other manufacturers 
and employers of. labor throughout the 
state, and to that end a call was issued 
in which it was stated that the object 
of the meeting was to “make it possible 
for employers to give employment to 
men, whether members of a union or 
not,” and “for protection from unjust 
aggression by labor unions.” 

The principal address wag by A. C. 
Marshall of Dayton, O., secretary of the 
Employers’ association of that city. 
He spoke of the antagonism between 


employers and employes and predicted | 


that a hard struggle was coming. He 
said the union had been strengthening 
their forces and their organizations 
while the employers have also begun to 
organize, He severely censured the em- 
ployers for allowing their help to union- 


ize, and said that the unions had them | 


bound hand and foot. He claimed that 
the labor union was the kindergarten 


of Socialism and said that at the last | 


annual meeting of the American l’edera- 
tion of Labor 48 members yoted in 
favor of endorsing Socialism as a main | 
purpose of the federation. 

He paid his respects to the National | 
Civic Federation and said that Gompers, 


Mitchell and O’Connell were the dom- | 


inant forces of it, and that they had 
overruled conservative meu like Presi- 
dent Eliot of Harvard. One bad point 
of unionism, he said, was that it did 
not want boys as apprentices, which 


closed the doors of honest labor to the | 


youth of the country. He closed by | 
making an urgent appeal to the manu- 
facturers and employers to get to- 
gether. 

Joel B. Baker of Rutland, who acted 
as attorney for the F. R. Fatch Manu- 
facturing company in its suit against 
the labor unions, said that there yas no 
fight between capital and organized 
labor. He severely denounced lebor 
unions and predicted that the new er- 
ganization would bea success. 3H. 
Lyman of Burlington spoke in a simi- 
lar vein. 


General Tieup of Tugboats 
New York, May 1—The Association 
for the Protection of Commerce of the 
port of New York, embracing 80 tow- 
boat owners and transportation com- 
panies, unanimously voted to tie up the 
tugboats immediately rather than to 


accede to the demands of the engineers | 


for an increase in wages and shorter 
Lours. ‘This association has nothing 
to do with the railroad tugs, the owners 
of which last night agreed to arbitra- 


tion. Out of 250 tugboats only about 25 | 
are in operation today and about 4090 | 


men are temporarily thrown ont of em- 
ployment. The towboats in commission 
today are worked by non-union men 
and in some cases by the owners them- 
selves. 


Shipyards Strike Is On 

New York, May 1.—The conference 
between the proprietors of the ship- 
yards and committees of their wen 
closed at 2:25 this morning aud resaited 
in a failure to agree.

Paris, May 2.—King Edward a rrived 
here yesterday afternoon. Vast crowds 
filled the boulevards from the carly 
hours, people struggling to gaia the 
vantage points along the route to be 
followed by the royal procession. On 
the square fronting the railroad station 
Was a surging mass of humanity. A 
detachment of the First’ Cuirassiers 
held back the crowds. The front of the 
station was elaborately draped. 

President Loubet, surrounded by 
the cabinet ministers, the presidents 
of the senate and the chamber of depu- 
ties, the grand commander of the Legion 
of Honor, the military and naval digni- 
taries and the diplomatic corps, pre- 
sented an imposing appearance. AS 
the train entered the station the 
trumpets sounded a royal salute ard 
the band played “God Save the King.”

A NEW STRAWBERRY. 
The Climax Is Claimed to Be an Im- 
provement on Bubach. 

The Climax is a new strawherry, | 
originating in Maryland, of which a re- 
port has been made to Rural New 
Yorker. It appears that the original 
plant was from seed of Bubach ferti- 
lized by Hoffman. The berry is hardly 
as large as the best specimens of Bu- 
bach, but averages larger than the av- 
erage specimens. There is not a single | 
imperfect berry. Evtry one looks as if | 
it came out of a wyvold. There is one big 
berry on the stem, then one a size

smaller and so on down. The stalks 
are very heavy. Every blossom makes 


a berry. The blossom is perfect. The 
plants are very strong, the foliage 


| rougher than Bubacl, and not so deep a

| What that means to growers. The ber- 
ry is firmer than Bubach, with better 
flavor, and never misshapen. 


When and How to Prune. 
The time cf pruning frwit trees is 
not so important as the method. It has 
been said, “Prune whenever your tools 


| vere pruning when the trees are grow- 
ing or are in full foliage, as cutting off 
much foliage has a tendency to weaken 
ithe tree somewhat. Where the work 
‘can be done in a short time March and 
| April are preferable, but where there 
is much to be done any time from the 
falling of the leaf until it starts again 
/in spring. I do not advise cutting off 
large branches in the fall and winter, 
but where it is absolutely necessary to 
!eut such they should be cut several 
jinches from the trunk or large braneh 
} and then cut closely any time during

at ——’ (naming a local firm.) ‘This 
firm answered by exhibiting in its 
window some of Mr. Lundger’s notes 


with the inscription: ‘For sale cheap.’ ” 

During the hearing of the case azninst 
Dittmann the presiding judge ques- 
tioned Landger with the view of clear- 
ing up the matter between hin: and the 
chair dealer, Landger answered ex- 
citedly: “What's the meaning of 1bis: 
you are questioning me bere nbout my 
private affairs; I am not the accused.” 

In this remark the court saw a ;: 088 
misdemeanor and fined Lander $7.50. 
After several evasive answers Landger 
refused to give any further testimony, 
whereupon the court sentenced Tim to 
cne day’s arrest.

TO FOREIGNERS 


The Only Formality of the Occasion— 
Diplomats Had to Skirmish For 
Their Hats—Small Audience Hearé 


Speeches In a Chilly Building 


St. Louis, May 2.—Like a calm after 
a storm was “International Day” at 
the exposition compared to ~“‘Dedica- 
tion Day” which preceded it. The 
day’s program was carried out as 
originally planned, but there were 
numerous delays that brouglit the con- 


clusion of the exercises about three 
hours later than was originally in- 
tended. ‘The chief procrastinator was 
the committee which had the welfare of 
toreign representatives under its im- 
mediate control, The fact that repre- 
sentatives of eastern nations cannot 
move about as energetically as can the 
present active President of the United 
States aided a little in retarding the 
exercises. 

The breakfast to the diplomats, for 
such itt was called despite th» hour at 
which it was served, was upparently 
greatly enjoyed by the 300 people who 
participated.

Why Charles M. Schwab Will 
Be Re-elected as President. 


DEEMED AN EXPERT IN HIS LINE. 


Holland Says His Vast Ability In Ev- j 


ery Branch of Work Necessary Is 
Recognized by Stockholders of U. 
8. Steel Corporation — Carnegie’s 
Tribute to His Knowledge. 


In the little German-American prin- 
cipality of Hoboken, N. J., the greatest 
of any of the world’s corporations held 
the other day one of the littlest of an- 
nual meetings, so far as numbers were 
concerned, says Holland, the New 
York correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Press. It was a stockholders’ 
meeting of the United States Steel cor- 
poration, and any stockholder had a 
right—and, in fact, every stockholder 
was asxed—to be present and to vote 
upon the propositions, some of which 
involved the expenditure of $36,000,- 
900, and some of which needed the 
stockholders’ approval for certain for- 
malities precedent to the issuing of 
$250,000,000 of bonds. 

The attendance of stockholders seems 
to have been in inverse ratio to the 
magnitude of the propositions that 
were to be approved or rejected. And 
yet there were represented at this 
meeting about 4,000,000 shares of stock, 
a majority of the owners of which had 
delegated their right to vote to two or 
three men. They might have put all 
their proxies into one hat and commit- 
ted the power of attorney over them so 
far as voting was concerned to Mr. 
Perkins or to some other stockholder, 
since the stockholders seem to have 
been of one mind, to have had a com- 
mon understanding, and that one of

Furthermore, he will owe his re-elec- 
tion to the fact that some of those who 
were disposed last fall and winter to 
look about for a successor to Mr. 
Schwab discovered that it was far 
easier to want a successor than to find 
one, for, although they had in mind 
one or two men of distinguished abil-

Those behind pushed and shoved 
the foremost ones and they crawled 
under the gates which were down prop- 
erly or Jumped over them despite our 
best efforts. There was no warring 
whatever of the approaching Grard 
Trunk train. No whistle was blown aud 
the bell was not ringing. 1 should 
think that 1000 was a small number 
for the people who were on the tracks 
tor two blocks trying to be among the 
first aboard the Lake Shore train and 
thereby secure seats for the homeward 
trip. The Grand Trunk train came out 
of the darkness up the track like a me- 
teor and was through the crowd almost 
before I realized what had happened. 
A terible cry went up from those who 
had witnessed the accident and rescuers 
swarmed down the track. ‘The cries 
and moans of the injured guided us 
in the darkness and we picked them up 
from both sides of the track for two 
blocks. Some of the sights were too 
sickening to describe.”

PAYS VISIT TO THE VATICAN 


Where He Has an Audience of Forty 
Minutes With the Pope— Wanted to 
Make Occasion Artistic and Sp-c- 


tacular, and He Did So 


Rome, May 4.—Emperor William had 
a conference with the pope yesterday 
and then returned to the residence of 
the Prussian minister to the holy see. 

The day was bright and as the em- 
peror and his suite traversed the streets 
of Rome he was enthusiastically ae- 
claimed, At tue Vatican the emperor 
was received with military honors by 
the Palatine guard and « platoon of 
gendarmes, and he was welcomed by 
the high dignitaries of the pouti:teal 
court. The visit of Emperor William 
was returned by Cardinal Rampolla, 
papal secretary of state, at the Prug- 
sian legation. 
| After attending divine services the 
| Visiting ruler drove to the Odescalchi 
palace, the official residence of the 
Prussian minister to the holy see. Here 
he had luncheon with Cardinals Ram- 
polla, Gotti and Agliardi. This lega- 
tion lunch {is quite an unusual occur- 
rence. Cardinal Rampolla is called the 
vice pope, as he now conducts the en- 
tire machinery of the church, Cardinal 
Gotti is prefect of the church congre- 
| gation of the propaganda, and Cardinal 
Agliardi is the most liberal and prom- 
inent member of the sacred college. 
Rome seldom sees cardinals driving 
through the streets and being received 
in state and the people were much in- 
terested in the arrival of Cardinals 
Rampolla, Fotti and Agliardi. 

The trumpets of the cuirassters an- 
| hounced the coming of the emperor. 

Jiis escort were mounted on white 
| horses and wore horse-hair tassels in 
their helmets, as did the ancient le 
gionaries of Rome. The people wel- 
comed the German emperor with a roar 
that could be heard for blocks and be 
acknowledged the salutation with smil- 
| ing amiability. 

| The luncheon lasted for about an 
hour. Emperor William recalled tis 
different visits to the Vatican and 
spoke of bis pleasant recollections of 
the pontiff. 

The sun was shining brightly y hen 
Emperor William left the legation to 
drive to the Vatican. Fifteen car- 
riuges were required for the use ef tl 
emperor and his suite. The horses, 
carriages and servants were all brought 
from Berlin, as the emperor was deter- 
mined to give his visit to the pope espe- 


cial official importance.- On Saturday | 


the imperial coachmen held a dress re- 
hearsal of yesterday’s drive to the 
Vatican, much to the delight of the sma! 
boys of Rome. 
left the legation, the balcony of the 
Doria palace, opposite the Odescalchi 
palace, was filled with members of the 
diplomatic corps, who had gathered to 
Witness the spectacle. When the em- 
peror appeared he was greeted vith 
frantic applause. He was in full unt- 
form and accompanied by Prince Fred- 
erick William and Prince litel. 
Emperor William has always de- 


| clared that he enjoys going to the Vati- 


can from an artistic and spectacular 
point of view. The plaza of St. Peter 
was densely crowded. On the far side of 
the plaza there were assembled 1000 
pilgrims from Cologne, carrying flags 
aud bonquets of flowers. ‘They re- 
ceived their emperor with tremendous 
applause, presented the flowers to him 
and made impressive demonstrations of 
loyalty. Picked Swiss guards assu ned 
the duty of guarding the imperial car- 
| Tiage at the entrance to the Vatican, 
Passing the Borgia tower the emperor 
and his suite entered the famous court 
of San Damaso. Here he and his sons 
were received with military honors by 
the Palatine guards and a platoon of 
gendarmes, while the papal colors, yel- 
low and white, floated in the breeze. 
The imperial carriage stopped at the 
noble staircase, where the major domo 
| presented high dignitaries of the 
pontifical court. 
When Pope Leo was advised of the 
arrival of his guests the door was 
| thrown open and the pontiff appeared. 


He was dressed in white, with the ex- | 


ception of a small cape of red velvet, 
, trimmed with ermine. The emperor 
advanced alone, making a profound 
bow. The pontiff inquired in French 
-as to the emperor's health. Emperor 
| William, after presenting his two sons, 
retired with the pope to the latter’s 
private study. The audience lasted 40 
Ininutes. At the end of this time the 
princes were summoned and spoke te 
the pontiff. The imperial party then 
paid a brief visit to Cardinal Rampolla. 

Upon his three previous visits to the 
Vatican Emperor William returned 
direct to the quirinal. This was not 
liked by the Vatican, as it thought he 


should first return to neutral ground. 
King Edward followed this course. 
| Yesterday Empetor Willlam returned 


from the Vatican to the Prussian lega- ! 


tion, accredited to the holy see, where 
he changed carriages, his cuirassiers 
remaining at the legation. 
There was another new departure 
during this visit of the emperor. Pre- 
| viously Cardinal Rampolla had re 
turned the imperial visit to the Vatican 
at the Prussian legation and had found 
only the Prussian minister. Yester- 
day, however, Emperor William waited 
at the legation, received the cardinal] 
most cordially and had a long confer 
ence with him.

HIGH PRICES FOR COAL 


Not Wholly Due to Shortage 
on Account of Strike 


REPORT OF INVESTIGATORS 


Beverely Oriticizes Coal Clubs—In- 


stitution of Prosecutions Recome 
mended If Attorney General Finds 
That Law Has Seen Violated 


Boston, May 5.—While recognizing 
that the primary cause of the high 
price of coal last winter was the strike, 
aud the secondary cause the seizure of 
the eastern markets by the independent 


operators, the legislative coal investi- 
gating committee, which has just tiled 
its report, finds that in many cases 
local dealers took advantage of this sit- 
uation to exact from the public the 
highest prices obtainable, without refer- 
ence to the question of whether or not 
they were obtaining a fair profit. The 
conimittee also finds that the oppor- 
tunity for this action by the local deal- 
ers was greatly facilitated by the gen- 
| eral existence throughout the common- 
wealth of eoal clubs, so-called. 

The supply of coal arriving at Bos- 
ton from domestic sources for 1902 
was 1,034,476 tons short of the supply 
in 1901. his sliortage was, however, 
partially made up by an increase in 
receipts of foreign coal of 505,255 tons, 
lt appears, therefore, that though the 
net shortage was not inconsiderable, 
it was much less than the well-nigh 

prohibitive prices prevailing during 

the past winter would seem to have 
indicated. 


| Numerous complaints came to the 


committee of short weight in coal. It 
| says that while the statutes at pres- 
| ent provide that all coal shall be 
welghed by sworn weighers and thata 


certificate of the weight shall be issued- 


duly signed by the sworn weigher, 
there is no provision by which any 
public ofticers are authorized to cause 


coal sold by dealers and which is com- | 


plained of as being of short weight to be 
weighed at the public scales. The com- 
mittee recommends a bill upon this 
subect. 

As to the transportation yuestion, 
the committee finds that so far as the 
railroads of the state were concerned, 
there was no substantial delay, while 
the high shipping rates were due to in- 
ability of shippers to get cargoes, 

The bulk of the report, however, deals 
with the coal clubs, which are severely 
criticised, especially the Boston Coal 
club and the New England Retail 
Coal Dealers’ association, the commit. 
tee stating its belief that the opera- 
tions of such organizations tend to 
create an absolute monopoly of a neces- 
sity of life without any attendant pub- 
lic supervision of control, and aro, te 
say the least, against good publie 
policy and destructive of that compe- 
tition which is the only assurance to the 
consumer of a reasonable price,

The Committee on Sewers and Drains 
reported a substitute order for $500 for 
widening the culvert under Chubhuck 
street and digging out the ditch from 
Chubbuck street to Bent’s creek.

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INDIGNATION AROUSED | 


Over Dismissal of Smuggling 
Cases In Porto Rico 


A POLICY OF SUPPRESSION 


Has Worked Havoc With Confidence 
People Had Reposed Ia Americans 
—Errors In Official Statement ¢rom 


Washington Regarding Frauds 


San Juan, P. R., May 5.—The ugliest 
feeling that has prevailed in Porto Kico 
since the American invasion has been 
caused by the arbitrary measures 
adopted in Washington and by the in- 


sular government to secure immunity 
for the smugglers. This feeling has 


been intensified during the last few , 


days by the resignation of Jolin 8. 
Hord, chief of the internal revenue 
bureau, who, on behalf of the insular 
government, ordered the prosecution of 
Captain Dunlap, Robert Giles and 
Captain Mentz, while Treasurer Wil- 


loughby was out of town, investigat- | 


ing municipal frauds in Mayaguez. 


Chief Hord said he acted by Willouch- 


by’s orders. This Willoughby bas pub- 
licly denied. The treasurer is a Roose- 
velt appointee and naturally sides with 


the insular and federal governments. | 
Hord, who has a splendid record for | 


honest, fearless work, proiuptly of- 
fered his resignation, which *vas 
promptly accepted. The people and the 
press are siding with Hord und against 
Treasurer Willoughby. 

The press dispatch stating that Sec- 
retary Moody had declared that if 
San Juan did not cease prosecuting the 
accused army and navy officials its 


| chances of getting the naval station 


would be very much impaired, and 
also that all officers may be withdrawn 


| from San Juan, was generally accepted 


as a threat and caused another out- 
burst of feeling. Even federal officials 
criticised the retaliatory tone of the 
dispatch and called the message ill- 
timed.

It was also proved that a dozen separate 
erders for liquors were sent to St.

when Hobart §S. Bird, editor of the 
San Juan News, and Internal Revenue 
Agent Gibbs were tried in the San 
Wuan district court for contempt of 
that court. Bird was convicted, fined 


$20 and sentenced to five days in jail. | 


Gibbs was acquitted. 

Publie sentiment interprets the pun- 
ishment of Bird as a retaliatory meas- 
ure because of his activity in exposing 
the smuggling frauds. On the day 
after his conviction Bird published a 
two-column editorial fiercely ,de- 
| nunciating such censorship of the press 

aud declaring the constitution of the 

United States to be a mockery. He is 

likely to stir up more trouble, and 

laughs at his arrest.

CRASH OF STEAMSHIPS 


Results In Drowning of Twenty 
or More Persons 


FOG OFF COAST OF VIRGINIA 


When the Hamilton Struck the Sag- 
inaw and Carried Away the Eatire 
Stern of the Vessel—Hamilton Has 


Been In Several Serious Collisions 


Norfolk, May 6.—A collision at sea 
that cost the lives of 20 or more persons 
and of the Clyde steam- 
ship Saginaw by the Old Dominion 
Steamship company’s liner Hamilton 
occurred off the Virginia coast. 

Nhe. Hainiiton left New York for 
Norfolk aud the Saginaw passed out 
the Virginia capes bound from Rich- 
moud and Norfolk for Philadelphia, A 
dense fog settled along the coast and 
while going through this fog at reduced 
speed the Haunilton crashed futo the 
Saginaw. 

‘Lhe scene of the collision is about 14 
miles off the shore und nearly 200 miles 
south of New York ard about 135 miles 
north of Norfolk. 

rhe fox whistles of both vessels were 
distinctly heard by each other for sey- 
eral minutes before the collision oe- 
curred, According to Captain Boaz of 
the Hamilton. his ship was making 
about nine miles an hour and the Sag- 
jnauw about 10, The fog was so thick 
that objects a ship's length away were 
invisible and when the two crafts hove 
in sight of each other, bow on, there

‘The Saginaw veered, as did the Ham- 
ilton, but they had not time to clear 


| each other, and the knife-like steel prow 
| of 


the Hamilton struck the Saginaw 
ou the port quarter about 20 feet from 
lier stern, cutting the entire rear of the 
ship away. The in-rushing water 
caused the Saginaw to settle rapidly in 


| the sterp and the impetus of the Ham- 


ilton took her out of sight of the crip- 
pled vessel. En; nes, already reversed, 
were put full steam to the rear, and the 
Ilamilton circled to the scene of the 
wreck, at the same time lowering two 
life boats. There was consternation 


| among the passengers of the Hamilton 


and the first thought was for their 
safety, but so soon as it was discovered 
that the ship was uninjured, save that 
some bow plates were stove in, all ef- 
forts were directed to the rescue of 
those on the Saginaw. 

When the Saginaw was again sighted 
her stera was under water and her bow 
was high in the air. Panic-stricken 
people rushed over her decks and 
scrambled toward the bow. Life boats 
were lowered and into the first 15 col- 
ored women were placed, according to 
Second Officer Morris, who was in com- 
mand. ‘The boat was swamped as it 
struck the water and its occupants were 
thrown into the sea. All were drowned 
suave the second officer and the colored 
stewardess. ‘The latter died before the 
smnall boat reached the Hamilton, more 
from injuries received by the impact of 
the collision than by drowning. She 
had been held up by First Mate Goslee, 
who sank himself asthe small boat from 
the Hamilton reached them,

soon littered the sea. To floating 
wreckage the struggling people in the 
water clung with desperation and nuiuy 
of them were rescued by the boats from 
the Hamilton and Saginaw. 

Before the life boats of the Ham- 
{}ton had reeched the Saginaw the lat- 
ter had disappewred and nothing but 
her topmasts were visible. To these sev- 
eral men were clinging, one of whom 
Was the aged captain, J. S. Tunnel. 
When he was taken off it was found 
that he had suffered severe internal in- 
juries. 

The Hamilton hovered around the 
scene of the wreck for more than an 
hour, but no sign of life could be seen 
among the mass of floating freight. 

It was some time before any deti- 
nite stutement could be secured from 
the officials of either line regurding the 
reul number lost and saved, and even 
now, after official lists have been given

The Saginaw was in charge of First 
Otticer Goslee when the collision 0 
curred, and the first officer of the Old 
Dominion ship also was at the wheel 
of his vessel. 

Irom all accounts obtainable, 
denseness of the fog made high speed 
perilous and both ships were going aot 
reduced rates, Their fog whistles were 
kept blowing rezularly and were dis- 
tinetly be ard by each other before the 
crash, The passengers and most of the 
crew on both ships were asleep below 
when the disaster happened, and when 
the terrible shock and grinding noise 
awakened them a panic-stricken rush 
for safety took place. 

The discipline of the crews was ad- 
mirable. “Women first,” was the 
initial command of Captain Tunnell 
after the life boats had been prepared 
for lowering. ‘The frightened colored 
women pile. into the first boat of the 
Saginaw and all lost their lives. 

The Hanulton was in command of 
Captujn Boaz.

The Hamiltou’s Record 

New York, May 6.—The _ stenmer 
Hamilton, which was in collision with 
the Saginaw, bas been in several se- 
rious collisions since she was launched 
in 1800. On June 14, 1900, she struck 
and sank the steamship Macedonia, 
seriously damaging ber own bow. ‘Ten 
days later the Hamilton ran into and 
sank the schooner John H. Ker, and on 
Oct. 7 of the same year she ran into 
the schooner A. A. Shaw, also sending 
her to the bottom. 

The Saginaw was built in 1883 and 
had but ove previous serious accident. 
She went aground on the Jersey coast 
March 24, 1897, and for a time the 
owners despaired of floating her. The 
crew and the one passenger were teken 
off by the life suvers and the yessel 
was ultimately Hloated. 


Boston Retains Castle Island 

Washington, Maw6.—General Crozier, 
chief of ordnance, has takeu steps for 
the disposal of the armament of Fort 
Independence ou Castle island, in Bos- 
ton harbor. An act of cougress i 
thorized the city of Boston, through the 
park commissioners, to improve aud 
beautify Castle island. As understood 
at the war department, the goverument 
retains title to Castle island and trans- 
fers it to the park commissioners of 
Boston simply that they may improve it 
for the benetit of the public. ‘Che tsl- 
and ts connected with the shore by a 
bridge aud is easily acvessible to the 
public. 


On Verge of Statehood 
Santa Fe, N. M., May 6.—President 
Roosevelt spent over three bours in 
this city, whose historic buildings and 
monuments seemed to bave much in- 
terest for him. At the capite!l he made 
an address, speaking to an audience 
of fully 10,000 persons. He said the 
benefits of forest preservation and ir- 
rigation to be enjoyed by this section 
will do most towurds bringing New 
Mexico to statehood and making it one 

of the great stutes of the west. 


Prank a Dangerous Place 

Blairmore, N. W. T., May 6.—Small 
slides have been coming down from Tur- 
tle Mountain at intervals during the last 
thirty-six hours. Yesterday the largest 
rock slide since the first disaster oc- 
curred and caused much uneasiness 
among the handful of officials left in 
Frank. Those who had portable prop- 
erty began to remove it yesterday, and 
when the big slide came they fled pre- 
cipitately. Government engineers went 
to the mountain yesterday. 


Arson and Murder of Seven 

Liverpool, May 6.—The grand jury 
returned a true bill against Otto Mon- 
son, Gustave Kau and William Smith, 
seamen of the British bark Veronica, 
who were indicted on the chargea of 
murder and arson. The Veronica was 
burned at sea Dec. 29. The prisoners 
are charged with murdering Captain 
Shaw of that vessel and six other mem- 
bers of the crew.

The trial of the torpedo 
boat Macdonough, which 
took place a few days ago outside Bos- 
ton Light, was attended with such 
successful results that-the Fore River 
Ship and Engine Company have asked 
the United States Navy Department for 
the official endurance test to be made 
on May 7. 

The Macdonough, which is a 
ship to the Lawrence recently turned 
over to the Navy department, is 246 
feet long, 22 feet, three inches beam, 
14 feet deep, with a displacement of 
about 400 tons. She has boilers 
and two four-cylinder engines with a 
horse-power of S000 which is 
than sufficient to develop the required 
26-knot speed, which on the endurance 
test must be maintained for one hour, 
as during the trial of April 28 
better speed was made. 

The run was straight out to sea for 
about 20 miles. ‘There was a 
ground swell from the continued easter- 
ly winds but the vessel rode the waves 
like a duck, giving a very satisfactory 
demonstration of her seaworthiness.

Columbia Shows Her Superiore 
ity In a Light Wind 


TWENTY-MINUIE CONTEST 


In Which the Old Cup Defender Beat 
the New Boat by Nearly a Quarter 
of a Mile—Latter Stood Up Too 
Stify to Make Fast Time 


Gien Cove, L. L., May 6.—It required 
Just 20 minutes for the peerless cup de- 
fender Columbia to demonstrate that in 
a light wind and beating to windward 
she is a better boat than the new Herre- 
shoff cup yacht Reliance. Starting 
from a position to leeward and slightly 
astern of the Reliance the Columbia 
sailed through the new boat's lee, tacked 
across her bow and in the next leg of a 
mile increased her lead to nearly a 
quarter of a mile. Reliance then with- 
drew. When the Columbia went 
through her lee tie Reliance kept off 
and voluntarily gave up the advantage 
of her wiadward position, but she was 
none the iess decisively and emphati- 
cally out-sailed.

When the vessel struck against the 
cliff the three survivors, Bischer, 
Leblane and Nickerson, were on deck 
and then ran forward, rushed out on the 
bowsprit and climbed up the cliff of 
rocks to a plice of safety before a re 
ceding wave carried the vessel off 
feain. Others of the crew who were 
below rushed on deck half clad and 
started to lower the dories As sooo as 
each boat touched the water it was 
dashed by the breakers against the 
side of the vessel aud smashed into 
pieces. 

The hizh seas were breaking clean 
over the vess«l and she swung broadside 
on the ledges and commenced pound- 
ing heavily. Lines were thrown 
ashore from the schooner several times, 
but they were either broken or torn 
fiom their festenings on the decks by 
the surgiug of the vessel and soon all 
hope of escape for those on the vessel 
Wis cut off. 

‘The bottom pounded out on the jagged 
rocks and it was expected that she 
would go to pieces atany minute. Four 
of the crew jumped overboard and at- 
tempted to swim ashore, but they were 
caught in the breakers, dashed against 
the rocks and killed in the attempt. The 
others who were on the yessel took to 
the rigging and clung there while 
their strengrh lasted, but the enormous 
seus Were more than they could battle 
#zuinst aud one by one they were 
swept away and drowned. The three 
survivors who were on the rocks could 
see their comrades clinging to the rig- 
sing and heard their shouts for help 
above the roar of the sea, but it was 
impossible todo anything to save them, 

The three survivors spent a terrible 
night on the lonely cliff and it was a re- 
lief to them when daylight dawned. 
They then saw one man still clinging 
to the rigging and made their way to 
the mainland for assistance. The shore 
folks hurried to the scene of the wreck 
aud the man was taken from the rig- 
ging, but he was dead. 

The three survivors were brought 
here aud are being cared for by the 
United States consul. They say that 
the vessel is a total wreck. So far none 
of the bodies have been recovered, but 
the fishermen are searching along the 
coast in the vicinity of the wreck for 
them. 

Frank Nickerson says: “The vessel 
left Gloucester two weeks ago and 
fished on the banks near Sable Island. 
We had taken about 11,000 pounds of 
fish, which we salted. When the bait 
rap out Captain Stoddart decided to go 
to Canso for stores and then to the 
Magdalen islands for bait. I think that 
the captain was heading for Chebbuoto 
bay, but was carried many miles to ihe 
westward by the strong current and far 
out_of his course.” 

When the vessel first struck, Nicker- 
son says, they did not know where they 
were, and they started to launch the 
dories, as there appeared to be no 
chance of saving her in the breakers, 
as the seas were making a cicar break 
ever her. The dories were broken as 
soon as they touched the water and then 
it was every man for himself.

DOES NOT WAKT PERSIA 


But England Will Keep Other 
Powers Away From Her 
° 


WILL Gu TO EXTENT OF WAR 


In Support of “Persian Gulf Doc. 
trine,” Acquired by a Century of 
Policing by British Warships— 


Threat Appears to Aim at Czar 


Loudon, Muy 7—Foreign Secretary 
Lausdowne bas proclaimed a. British 
Slonroe Doctrine lo the Perclan Guilf, 
uud has practically notified the compet- 
ing powers that any attempt on their 
part to establish a naval base or forti- 
fied post in these waters means war 
with Great Britain. 

Lord Lansdowne contends that so far 
as the navigation of the Persian gulf 
is concerued Great Britain held a »o- 
sition different from that of tne other 
powers, both because it was ow'ng to 
British enterprise and expenditure of 
life and money that the gulf was now 
open to commerce of the world, and be- 
cause the protection of the sea route to 
India necessitated British predominance 
In the gulf. 

Lord Latsdowne's attitude in this’ 
reatter generally meets with approvel, 
although the auswers thereto of the 
other powers interested in the gui are 
awaited with some anxiety, 

The question of the control of the 
Persian gulf is one thathas agitated 
England for some years. Russia touches 
I:ngland at two vital points—-Con- 
stantinople aud ‘Teheran. It is not 
provinces Russia wants so much ascut- 
lets. She would like to come te the 
fea through Constantinople, or, failing 
this, through the Persian gulf, and 
uli her diplomacy is shaped to this end. 

There have been rumors, and it would 
seem rumors with some foundation, 
that Russia intended to acquire the port 
of Bunder Abbas, at the very entrance 
of the Persian gulf, and to connect it 
by railway with the system of strategic 
lines which links together the outlying 
provinces of the ezar’s empire. Firmly 
seated at Bunder Abbas, Russia would 
be in a position seriously to menace 
Lugland’s Indian empire. : 

Captain Mahan has pointed out the 
extreme danger to England of the ap- 
pearance of the qzar’s fiag at sucha 
point. The British interests in the 
Persian guif are yery great. For a 
century those waters have been policed 
by British warships; they have~been 
the highway of a traflic in which Brit- 
ish shipping has had the vastly pre- 
ponderant share. 

Like Russia, England does not par- 
ticularly waut Persia, but she Joes not 
want any to control the 
country, particularly Russia. In con- 
trol of Persia the Muscovite would be 
fastened on the flank of India. The 
British garrisons there would haye to 
be doubled and the East Indian squad- 
ron augmented, ‘rhe Suez canal, the 
route to the far east, Would be menaced 
and the Levant and the Persian gulf 
would become the naval base of a pos- 
sible enemy to Germany as we!l as to 
England. And if Russia were seated in 
Persia she would veto or control any 
railroad from the Mediterranean 
through the valley of the Mesopotamia 
to India. 

Of course while England retains 
command of the sea, any development 
by Russia at the mouth of the Versian 
gulf would be another vulnerable point 
for her attack; but a bird in the band 
{s..worth two in the bush; therefore 
England 1s likely to use her diplomacy, 
backed by newly acquired strength, to 
prevent any Persian outlet falling into 
the bands of Russia.

The robber then ran up Ches- 
ter avenue toward Winthrop street. 
Mr. Sturtevant chased him some dis- 
tance, bot the man jumped ona bi- 
cycle, which had been resting agairst 
a fence in front of the home of Pat- 
rick Broderick, a short distance from 
the scene of the shooting, and made 
his escape. 

Mr. Sturtevant then returned to 
where bis daughter lay and with the 
assistance of Mrs. Sturtevant carried 
her into the house. Dr. Chandler was 
quickly summoned. He found a bullet 
wound in ber head about one inch over 
the right eye and saw that it was im- 
possible for her to live. Miss Sturte- 
vant died at 12:25 o'clock. 

Miss Sturtevant was well known in 
Medford, especially in the Hillside dis- 
trict, and for a number of years had 
been a leader In social affairs. She was 
prominently interested in the little Uni- 
versalist church at Medford Hillside, 
and ever since her father became treas- 
urer of the co-operative bank she had 
acted as his assistant. The family 
moved to Medford in 1871, Miss Stur- 
tevant having been born in Melrose on 
May 23, 1864. When she attended the 
monthly mectings of the bank Miss 
Sturtevant always carried a satchel 
with her, and it is the theory of the 
police that the murderer was_ thor- 
oughly conversant with ber actions, 
and doubtless thought that when she 
returned from the bank she carried with 
her all the cash which had been col- 
lected from the stockholders. As a 
matter of fact, the murderer was mis- 
taken, for it has been for several years 
the custom of Mr. Sturtevant to lock 
the cash up in a big safe in the bank 
rooms, which are located in Small’s 
Block, Medford Centre. Nothing was 
ever carried in the satchel but a few de- 
posit books and some checks,

last night an open letter in which be 
not only reiterates his published state-

doors. After his advertisement en 
Sunday in whictrhe ststed that a sena- 
tor had offered to kil a bi!l affecting 
adversely his business Raymond was 
called before the committee on rules of 
the senate in an executive session and 
asked to%give the name of the senator. 
Raymond refused to disclose it in a 
secret session, but offered to give It at 
an open one. He also said that it was 
last year that the senator made the 
oifer, but that the same bill which was 
finally killed last year bad been again 
introduced and was on the senate 
calendar. 

The committee on rules reported the 
result of the hearing to the senate with 
part of the testimony and in dolng so 
severely criticised Raymond for what 
the committee claimed to be his ‘“ad- 
vertising” methods. A short debate fol- 
lowed the report and an effort te ob- 
tain an open investigation was de- 
feated by a vote of 21 to 12. 

In his letter Mr. Raymond goes over 
briefly bis appearance before the com- 
mittee, Lis statements, the history of 
legislation on the particular bill, which 
is called “a bill to prevent the sale of 
merchandise i bulk to defraud credi- 
tors,” and says in conclusion that the 
man who mede him an offer to kill the 
bill last year then said that the bill 
could not go through because the par- 
ties behind it would not put up the 
“stuff” and that the same man is a 
meniber of the present senate, and that 
he believed that money had been s0- 
licited this year to put the bill through

‘Pata by Maine Town Before 
New Law Became Operative 


HUNTERS ASKED TO REFUND 


Refused to Do So and Were Fined 
For Killing the Animals In Close 
Time—Turned Tables on Town Clerk 
by Having Him Fined Over $1000 


Augusta, Me, May 8—At the last 
session of the Maine legislature a law 
was passed placing a bounty of 25 
cents a head on all hedgehogs killed 
Within the several towns, the men who 
did the killing to present the forepaws 
and nose of the hedgehog to the town 


clerk and to certify in w riting when 
and where the animal was shot. 

No sooner had the act received the 
signature of the governor than the boys 
and men went to the waods to shoot 
hedgehogs and before April 24 a Maine 
town treasurer bad honored orders for 
the slaying of 210 of these animals. 

Then somebody discovered that the 
law was not operative until May 1, 
and that the bounties which bad bean 
paid were so much money thrown 
away, us the state would not pay for- 
uny hedgehogs slain before the act went 
into effect. 

As the town clerk learned that he had 
blundered, he went to the men who had 
received bounties and asked them to re- 
fund the money, explaining bow the case 
stood and begging for consideration. 

The recipients of the bounty refused 
to give it back. Then the clerk looked 
up an old law, which inflicted a fine of 
$5 for killing hedgehogs between Oct. 
1 and June 1, and the old law being 
operative until the new came into 
elfect, he complained of the men who 
laud killed hedgebegs in close time. A 
local justice fined them §5 and costs 
for every offense, so that for every 25 
cents the hunters bad received in boun- 
ties they were compelled to pay out 
§5 in fines and from §2 to $4 in costs, 

After this the hunters began to study 
the old act for themselves. They 
found thut in addition to a fine of $5 
for killing hedgehogs in close time, the 
tuan who had any part of a dead heflge- 


| hog in his possession between Oct. 1 
and June 1 was also Mable to a Aneof 


$5 and costs. As the town clerk had 
received the noses and front paws of 210 
hedgehogs from the hunters end paid 
the bounties upon thé same, there ceuld 
be no doubt but that he had acted 
illegally by receiving evidence of guilt. 
So it was the clerk's turn to be ar- 
raigned before a trial justice. The 
justice found him guilty and fined him 
$1050 and added $62 as costs. 

The clerk has taken an appeal and 
employed counsel to fight the case in 
| the higher courts. It will be argued 
uext October.

Topic.—What does the story of Zaccheus | 

teach us?—Luke xix, 1-10. 

When Louis Kossuth 
United States, so great was the enthu- | 
siasm for Hungary that the trees} 
around the New York Battery were | 
crowded with people who had climbed | 
there to see the distinguished stranger | 
as he passed. That Zaccheus could se, 
get to Christ for the crowd, but had 
to walk out the avenue ahead of the} 
procession and climb a tree to see him, | 
argues greatly for the popularity of 
our Saviour. 

This story is one of the most interest- 
ing in the life of Christ and suggests 
many useful lessons. 

1. Some occupations hinder our com- 
ing to Christ. 

He was a Roman tax gatherer, and 
as his business represented Roman op- 
pression it was unspeakably hateful 
to the Jews. His case was aggravated 
because he was the chief of the pub- 
licans—because he resorted to extor- 
tion and because he was a renegade 
Jew, who had thus become a traitor 
to his country. 

There are businesses now which no 
man can follow and be on the road to 
heaven. There are even legitimate 
lines of business in which it is hard to 
be a Christian. We may let a good 
business so fill our minds and hearts 
that we have no time for Christ. 

2. Some personal characteristics may 
hinder us from coming to Christ. Zac- 
cheus was little of stature, a mere mite 
of aman. When he came to the crowd- 
ed street, he was unable to see. Big, 
burly fellows would push the hated 
dwarf to one side. He might have rid 
himself of his despised business, but he 
could not “by taking thought add one 
eubit to his stature.”

Bag Stolen at T.me of Murder 


Medford, Mass., May 9.—After ecar- 
nest, energetic work, the Medford police 
feel that they are truly against a wall 
of mystery us to the identity or even 
trace of the slayer of Miss Nellie A. 
Sturtevant. And this wall is com- 
posed mostly of the fog and darkness 
of the night behind which tue nuirderer 
glided on bis phantom bicycle after he 
lad snatched from the aged bank 
treasurer an almost empty apd worth- 
less bag and at the same tiwe robbed 
kim of the life of his daughter. The 
case aguinst Tomasso Lombardi, who 
was caught two hours after tie tragedy, 
clumsily riding a machine 1n the streets 
of Boston, over tive miles away, has 
weakened hourly, and the police admit 
that they have comparatively little evi- 
dence with which to hoid aim. 

‘The dense fog and the absence of the 
street lights, which in this little city 
are not lighted when the moon is fairly 
full, both materially assisted the flee- 
ing criminal, and although the murder 
and all the circumstances attending it 
ere now known to practically every one 
in eastern Massachusetts, not a person 
has been found who saw any one sid- 
ing away from the scene of tie tragedy 
at the time it occurred. 

Strangely too, the quick reports of 
three pistol shots and the bourse cry 
of the agonized father faiied to urouse 
any suspicion in the minds of at least 
half a dozen people in the immediate 
vicinity who heard them. 

Only the Italian fell inte the net 
which was thrown out by the quick use 
of the modern telephone, within an hour 
after the fatal shot was fired. As one 
by one the clues pointing to this ignorant 
foreigner proved wortliess, the police 
are more inclined to believe that the 
much wanted man {s within the city it- 
self and there is a persistent rumor 
that an arrest of such a person will 
occur. 

It looks now as if the murdered girl 
will not only be laid away on Sunday 
with her slayer still a free man, but that 
the tragedy will take its place in the 
Icng list of unavenzged and unsolved 
homicides. The police have searched 
for the bag which the murdtrer snatched 
away from Mr. Sturtevant, after the 
robber had shot down his daughter, but 
no trace of it can be found. Every 
street in the vicinity, every field be- 
tween the city and Boston, has been 
gone over by uot only the tocal, but the 
state police, but withoutavail. 

The search for the bag and in fact 
for any clue was stimulated by the an- 
nouncement that Mayor Haxter had 
effered a reward of $500 for the arrest 
of the murderer, but this was almost 
unnecessary, for practically the entire 
city has been hard at work trying to 
find some solution of the crime. Lit- 
tle else is talked about, and every theory 
which seems at all reasonabie is freely 
turned over to the police, scarcely any 
proving of the slightest value, and not 
a person coming forward with even the 
slightest clue. 

The exact time of the murder has 
been fixed at 11:30 o’clock, but the man 
who, after the pistol shots, took out 


his watch and noted the time, did not 


seek to investigate the origin of the re- 
ports; neither did he see auy fying bi- 
cy cler. 

The bullets which the man ticed at Mr. 
Sturtevant, 
their mark, were dug out of the side 
cf the house and, with the fatal one 
which ended the life of the unfortunate 
girl, may some day prove effective in 
apprehending the murderer.

Dr. Perrin, the speaker, was then in- 
troduced and took for his subject, 
‘*Home and life of the Indian in the 
Nerth West.’’ He was at one'time on 
the U. S. expedition to investigate the 
salmon fisheries and was thrown with 
the Mt. Shasta tribe of Indians. He 
was bitten by a tarantula and had the 
good fortune (as he says) of being 
nursed by the2indians and found them 
an interesting study, 

He began by referring to the injus- 
tice and abuse of the Indian by the 
white man. The Winteon tribe, with 
whom he had been associated, had not 
been spoiled by the white man, as they 
bad neither fire-arms, whiskey nor 
money. He described them as kind, 
thoughtful and devoted to him during 
his illness. In order to know the In- 
dian, you must put yourself in con- 
genial sympathy with them, and iive 
amovg them. In his natural state the 
Indian is undeveloped like a child and 
should be treated as a child ahd not 
as an adult. 

In order to understand this mode of 
life, it is essential to let them feel that 
you are a good Indian before you can 
converthim, An Indian can’t be forced 
any more thanachild. The best method 
is to watch your time and draw him 
out as he has the creduality of a child. 

The speaker referred to the Indian’s 
code of laws. A good Indian never gets 
angry, as it is considered a mortal sin. 
The speaker heard a famous chief giv- 
ing good advice to his Indians in which 
he impressed upon them importance of 
controlling themselves if they wished 
to go to the Good Father. 

Tho Mt. Shasta tribe are not supersti- 
tious and are strong believers in nature. 
They know the difference between a 
good and a bad Indian, and they have a 
sound belief in immortality and the 
Good Father. 

He spoke of the Indians as sunny in 
temperament and fond of indulging in 
practical jokes. Of their method of 
eating and their improvident nature. 
They are so like children that in mak- 
ing a treaty they little realize what it 
means, 

Dr. Perrin’s experience with the Io- 
dians was full of humorous incidents, 
which kept his audience amused. The 
manner of his address was delightful 
and his pleasing personality and speak- 
ing without notes was particularly at- 
tractive to his listeners.

NEW CEWaNG REUCCUPIED 


Juterpreted as D. claration That Rus- 
sia Is Ready to Fight to Maintain 
Possession of Manchuria, Where She 


is Preparing to Increase Her Forces 


Pekin, May 9.—The Russians have re- 


eccupied New Chwang with a large 
force, and ‘have also put garrisons in 
the forts at the mouth of the Liao 
river. ‘They are further reported to be 


making extensive warlike preparations, 


On their return to New Chwang theg 


Russiav troops brought with them sev- 
eral large guus. A large force has been 
ordered to reoccupy Tien Chwang Tai. 
The Kussiauws have i4,00u troops be- 
tween the mouth of the Liao river and 
Port Arthur. 

The Russians are reported to be con- 
structing forts on the hilis near Liao- 
Yung, commanding the road between 
there and the Yalu river, and they have 
arranged to have a large quantity of 
provisions delivered at New Chwang. 

The Russians have established a 
consulate at Mukden. 

Russtfa’s coup has caused profound 
surprise here, as recent developments 
had led to the expectation that Russia 
would compromise her demands siuce 
they had been revealed to the powers. 
The latest maneuver is interpreted as 
being intended as a reply to China’s 
refusal to grant Russia’s demands, to 
the protests of the powers, and us a 
declaration that she 1s ready to fight in 
order to maintain possession of Man- 
churia. 

It is considered significant that the 
Russian army reoccupied'§ certain 


pava!l reinforcements were reaching the 
Gulf of Pe Chi Li. The temporary 
withdrawal of the Russian troops fromm 
New Chwang is believed to have been 
a feint to avert suspicion from the con- 
templated policy until the Russian 
squadron was within useful distance. 
It has been reported recently that Rus- 
ela was accumulating great storcs of 
provisions and war materials. It is im- 
possible to confirm these reports, but it 
is known that the Russian military 
authorities have been buying many 
horses. All the available information 
indicates that Kussia is preparing to 
increase and not decrease her forces 
f. Manchuria.

| pedite the investigation. Iu ordering 
the change reconimended, the postmas- 
ter general gave Machen “leave of 
‘absence until the investigation is con- 
cluded.” 
| Mr. Machen promptly acquiesced in 
the decision of the postmaster general, 
taking occasion to say, in doing so, that 
he courted the fullest investigation of 
| his offictal conduct. 

Mr. Machen bas been under Lre ever 
| since the investigation began. Charges 
‘of various kinds have been preferred 
against the administration of the free 
delivery branch of the postal service. 
They included allegations of collusion 
with letter box manufacturers in the 
furnishing of boxes to postoflice patrons, 
particularly on rural mail routes, the 
furnishing of advance information re- 
garding the selection of routes and the 
appointments of carriers, ete. 

There also has been a conflict between 
' Machen and First Assistant Postmaster 
, General Wynne ever since the latter as- 
| 8umed office. Wynne charges Machen 
% | with insubordination. The strained re- 
@ | lations between the head of the free de- 
‘livery service and other officials re- 
sulted in an embarrassing state of af- 
| fairs, and for several months corre- 

5 | spondence between Machen and his im- 
| mediate superior, Wyune, las been 
m@ | conducted on the part of the former, 
through one of his subordinates. 

Mr. Bristow all along has been of the 
| opinion that the best interests of the 
service would be served by the relief 
of Machen and has pointed out to Payne 
| that that action was imperatively neces- 
| sary to the successful conduct of the in- 
| vestigation. 

Mr. Payne says his conclusion to re- 
lieve Machen was reached on Ilkurs- 
Gay after office hours. Pristow, he 
| said, had come to his office and they 

had a conference, during which Bristow 

presented a letter requesting to be put 
| into full contro! of the office as a neces- 
| Sary step to expedite the iuvesticution. 

He declined to say whether the changes 

made would be permanent, saying that 
| that depended on the results of the in-

| Treasury officials hold that under this 
statute Crum can receive no money from 
the government as collector for fees 
or expenses until his appoint aent shall 
lave been confirmed by the senate. 
No fixed salary is provided for the col- 
lector of the port of Charleston, who 
receives his compensation in the form 
of fees and expenses.

THOUSANDS HOMELESS 


Ortawa Lumber District Again 
Visited by Conflagration 


ATTRIBUTED TO FIREBUG 


firemen Found Water Main Damaged 
and Were Forced to Remain Idle 
While Flames Swept Lumber Piles— 


Hundreds of Houses Burned 


Ottawa, May 11.—A fire, suspected of 
being of incendiary origiu, destroyed 
hundreds of houses and millions of feet 
of lumber in this city. John White, 
who has just been released from the 
penitentiary after serving a term of im- 
prisonment for arson, Was eaugbt near 
where the fire was first discovered. 
Hie was arrested and the police say 
will be charged with starting the con- 
tiagration. 

The fire originated within a stone's 
throw of where the great [Hull fire of 
April 26, 1900, was checked. The Hull 
fire started on the opposite side of the 
river and spread to the Ottawa side, 
destroying millions of dollars’ worth of 
property. It burned out near where the 
Ottawa and Parry Sound railway en- 
ters the western part of the city and 
it was in the lumber yards near the 
railroad that yesterday's tite began. 

Two heurs before the main blaze 
started two smaller fires were dis- 
covered aud quickly extinguished in 
the lumber yards near the Canadian 
Pacific railway. It was 3:30 when the 
third was discovered. When the 
brigade arrived at the scene it was 
found that the water main had heen 
damaged and no water could be 
obtained. When the firemen did get 
water the fire was utterly beyond con- 
trol. It swept along over the same 
ground that the former fire had gone, 
the only difference being that it was 
going in an opposite direction. There 
ix a large cliff which-ex‘euds from the 
Ottawa river to the corner of Margaret 
and Preston streets. The fire aren was 
on the flats below the cliff. At two or 
three points it came very near getting 
over the cliff, and had it done so noth- 
ing would have saved the city. When 
the fire was under contro] it was con- 
fined to the following area: 

The Ottawa and Parry Sound rail- 
way on the south, D®vision street on the 
east, First avenue on the west and the 
Richmond road on the north, From the 
Parry Sound road to the Richmond 
road is about one mile, and from First 
avenue to Division street is about one- 
quarter of a mile. 


While the fire was burning fiercely 
among the lumber piles, the whole 
brigade of the city, which had been 
summoned, were forced to reutain idle. 

For an hour not a drop of water was 
thrown into the flames. A stiff south- 
west wind was biowing and by the time 
the water main had been repaired the 
lumber yards were a mass of glowing 
coals. From the lumber yards the 
tiames spreud to a group of frame 
houses on the outskirts of the city. 
Every house ‘in the little settlement 
was destroyed. Another lumber yard 
in a thinly settled section was swept by 
the fire in an incredibly short time. 
‘Lhis brought the fire to the more thick- 
ly settled sections. 

After leaving the lumber piles the 
flames swept over Pine street, down 
Willow, Poplar, Anderson, Eckles, 
Somerset, Spruce, Elm, Mahle, s tbert 
and on to the Richmond road, or prop- 
erly speaking, Wellington street, where 
it stopped, a short distance trom the 
Canadian Pacifie railway depot. 

Fifteen million feet of lumber was 
destroyed. It belonged chiedy to J. R. 
Booth. The loss on the lumber will 
be about $300,000. The buildings 
burned were principally dwelling 
bouses and stores. They were all built 
since the last great fire and were either 
solid brick or brick veneered, as the 
city would not permit of any other kind 
being erected. The loss on the buiid- 
ings is estimated at various figures.

POLICE IN THE DARK 


Regarding Perpetrators of the Dyna- 
mite Scare at New York 

New York, May 11.—The police have 

so far failed to solve the mystery sur- 

rounding the leaving of a box of dyna- 

tite on the Cunard line dock. Opinion 


is divided among the officlals as to 
whether the matter was intended to be 
a hoax or not, but all agree that the 
possibilities of a great explosion anda 
great loss of life were many. 

Superintendent Murray of the bureau 
of combustibles says that there is no 
detonating caps attached to the dyna- 
mite sticks and that without these caps 
it is not likely that the dynamite wauld 
have exploded from a fuse. He says, 
lowever, that if the box had been 
given a sudden jar at the time the fuse 
burned down to the dynamite an ex- 
plosion might have resuited. He also 
says that he has experimented with the 
clockwork and concluded that it hed 
run about five hours when found and 
that it still had about 80 hours to run 
before operating the firing lever. He 
does not believe that a hoax was in- 
tended.

SHOEMAKERS ORGANIZE 


To Carry on Fight Against Boot ang 
Shoe Workers’ Unton 

Haverhill, Mass., May 11.—Tbe con- 
vention of delegates of the 18 iInde- 
pendent shoe workers’ unions In New 
England, which commenced in this city 
Saturday evening, came to a lose at 
the Shoe Workers’ Protective union 
headquarters last evening after a con- 
stitution had been drawn up which will 
be submitted to the various wuions for 
ratification. The new organization 
will be known as the Federated Shoe 
and Leather Workers’ union. and an- 
ether convention will be called in this 
city within 30 days, when the organiza- 
tion will be made permanent and of- 
ficers and committees will be elected. 

The present membership of the new 
federation is about 5000, but it is ex- 
pected the number will be doubled. 
The constitution calls for quarterly 
dues of 5 cents per member paid in ad- 
vance, and an annuul convention to be 
held in September. All voting is to be 
done by delegations. The promoters of 
the new federation say that the fight 
against the Boot and Shore Workers’ 
union will now be continued with in- 
creased vigor and it is believed that 
evemtually the local branch of the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ unjon will be 
badly crippled.

Medford, Mass. May 11.--Sunday 
Lrought no relaxation of the energy dis- 
played by the local and state police in 


running down supposed clues to the 
identity of the murderer of Miss Nellie 


A. Sturtevant. Notice is once again 
turned to Tomasso Lombardi, the bi- 
cyclist and suspect who is in the Cam- 
bridge jail, through the uncertainty of 
what will be done with him when called 
into court for a hearing tomorrow. 
Chief of Police Holmes says that he 
has not decided whether to ask the 
court for a further continuance of the 
hearing, to proceed with the hearing 
or to ask that the man be rot held. De- 
velopments today, if any, will largely 
govern the immediate future of Lom- 
bardi in the opinion of the police. 

As far as public knowledge goes the 
police have made no material progress, 
most of their attention baving been 
given to what appeared like a proinis- 
ing clew when it was stated that Miss 
May Doherty, while returning from a 
dance just after midnight with a com- 
panion, had seen on Wednesday night 
a bicyclist with a small satchel swing- 
ing from his handle bars, abouta mile 
from the sceye of the murder, appar- 
ently headed toward Boston.

There is on the northern part of Man- 
| hattan Island an eminence called Fort 


| George. When General Washington re- 
treated from Kong Island, he took up a 
temporary position there while his tired 
army recuperated. Now the place is a 
summer restaurant where people go to 
dine on the broad piazzas and enjoy the 
view. One evening two men were sit- 
ting on the veranda next the wall of 
the house.

CANAL TREATY’S STATUS 


Jeopardiz’d by Confl cting Elements 
In the Colombian Congress 

Washington, May 12.—Private ad- 
vices from Colombia state that there are 
three elements opposed to ratification 
of the Panama canal treaty. One ele- 
ment antagonizes the feature giving 
the United States perpetual control, 
wnother urges that the indetonity and 
annuity is not sufficient, »nd the third 
element consists of revolutionary 
spirits who fear that with the Co- 
lombian treasury enriched by $10,000,- 
000 the government strength will be so 
increased as to destroy ail hope of suc- 
cess from any revolutionary move- 
ment. 

Dr. Herran, the Colombidn- .charge 
d'affaires here, is without official infor- 
mation regarding the attitude of the 

majority of the members elect to the 
congress. When the Colombian con- 

sress is convened June 20, there will 

be just one month for reconsideration 
of the treaty and such other matters 
as may be called before it by the presi- 
dent, as the regular session meets 
July 20. 

If the president sends the treaty to 
congress first, under Colombia's rules 
of procedure no other subject can be 
considered until that is disposed of. 
Reorgunization of the tinances of the 
government is the next most important 
matter before the Colombian govern- 
ment, and as the determination of the 
question of the treaty has an inm- 
portant bearing on the finances it Is as- 
sumed here that the treaty will be sent 
to congress first In order that it may 
be known wiiether ti government's 
finances are to be enriched by the ad- 
dition of $10,000,000 or whether the con- 
gress must proceed on the basis of the 
government's present financial condi- 
tion. 


Reported Resignation of Marroquin 

Panama, May 12.—It is reported here 
that President Marroquin has been 
compelled to resign office on account of 
political troubles, and that General 
Raphael Reyes, second vice president 
of Colombia, will assume the  presi- 


dency. Friends of the canal are anx- 
iously awaiting confirmation of this 
report. 


Gamblers Purchased Protection 

Honolulu, May i12.—The committca 
representing the keepers of Chinese 
gainbling Louses has been placed under 
arrest, charged with attempting to bribe 
Deputy Attorney General Audrews. 
Andrews arranged a meeting with the 
gamblers and concealed witnesses who 
heard the offer of $6000 a month made 
if Andrews would permit the conduct- 
ing of gambling games. The Chinese 
state that they had formerly pur- 
chased protection from other officiais 
end interesting disclosures are ex- 
pected.

Scene of Absoldte Destruction 

Mexico City, May 12.—News brought 
here from Guatemala by people who 
have seen the ruin wrought by the re- 
cent eruption of Santa Maria volcano 
confirm all the preylous reports. The 
situation could hardly be worse. All the 
coffee plantations in the vicinity of the 
volcano have been destroyed for all 
time. Ashes from 10 to 15 feet deep 
cover the country. In the neighborhood 
of the volcano ashes are so deep that 
only some of the tops of tall trees can 
be seen.

San Francisco, May 12.—A_ report 
reached here of the sudden death of 
Joaquin Miller at his home in the ‘ills 
above Oakland. A reporter seut to in- 
vestigate the rumor was informed py 
Miller's nearest neighbors that it was 
true.

CHARGES OF TEACHERS 


Against a Schoolmaster Are 


Revived at Lynn 
3 


HEARING WAS REFUSED 


Complaints Considered of Such a 
Character to Be Subject to Court 
of Law, to Which Offended Women 
Say They Will Resort 


Lynn, Mass., May 12.—To the school 
cominittee last night were presented 
cbarges by Miss Annie M. Dame, a 
teacher, through her attorney, bk. B. 
O'Brien, against Fred T. Batchelder, a 
master, alleging improper linguage; 
that certain acts of his were rot in- 
dicative of moral and upright conduct, 
and other specifications and usking for 
an investigation and hearing. ‘tLe com- 
mittee unanimously declined to grant 
the request. 

Similar action, only by a vote of 8 to 
3, was taken on charges by unother 
teacher, Miss Carrie M. Corson, :gai ist 
Patchelder, she alleging that he had 
defamed her, had prejudiced the eom- 
mittee against her by false statements, 
und exhibiting a statement in which 
she asserted that forgery had been com- 
mitted. Miss Corson's complaint re- 
cently was considered by the committee 
on teachers, several of the hearings be- 
ing in private, especially on the 
charges against Batchelder’s character, 
und the forgery charge in open session, 
but no report was made. 

Last night the committee on teachers, 
in reporting the list of teachers for 
renomination, omitted the numes of 
Miss Dame and Miss Corson, and tunis is 
taken to be the full committee's atti- 
tude toward both teachers, dropping 
both. In Miss Dame's case tle school 
committee, in declining to grant a hear- 
ing on the charges, decided that they 
were of such a character as to be sub- 
ject rather to a court of law than ‘o the 
school committee. 

The charges against Batchelder, 
when previously heard, created po little 
stir in the city. Miss Dame was for- 
merly in the Ingalls school and then 
she was transferred to another school, 
und she accuses Batchelder of being in- 
strumental in this. She has offered to 
name teachers alleged to be tnvolved, 
dates and places of alleged occurrences 
to support her charges. She was in- 
strumental in bringing about the pre- 
vious hearing into affairs at the Ingalls 
school. She declares her intention to 
carry the matter into court. 

Miss Corson is a teacher in the Jn- 
galls school and she was represented 
by W. H. Niles. In the previous in- 
quiry she claimed a statement, in 
which she purported to retract cer- 
tain statements alleged to have teen 
made by her reflecting o alieged acts 
or Batchelder, was a f ‘re, in that 
while the attached signature was hers 
it had not been made there by her: 
that she had not previously seen the 
statement to which her signature was 
attached. She asserted that Batebeldor 
took one of her examination cards ard 
from it got her signature. 

Two other teachers, Miss Baneroft 
and Mrs. Johnson, stated in the hear- 
ing that they saw Miss Corson sign 
the retraction. 


This retraction re- 
ferred to certain statements about 
Batchelder which, it was asserted, 


Miss Corson had made to her friends, 

The committee on teachers haye re- 
ported the names of Batchelder, Miss 
Bancroft and Mrs. Johnson for re- 
election. According to the rules the list 
of teachers lays over until the next 
meeting without action. Miss Corson 
says that she intends to take her charges 
into court.

With a soft 
sponge dipped in this mixture wet over 
the surface of the whole body. Rub 
vigorously until the skin glows.

Using Gasoline, 

“After I have washed my white 
gloves and ribbons in gasoline,” says a 
writer in the Woman’s Home Compan- 
ion, “I do not throw it out, but pour it 
into a quart fruit jar, then screw the 
cover down tight. It is then ready for 
numberless other uses, such as damp- 
ening a cloth with it and wiping off my 
gasoline stove and my teakettle.

When there are no 
fires in the house, I slightly dampen a 
cloth with gasoline and wipe over my 
carpets and the zine under the stoves. 
Its most practical use, however, is in 
the bathroom and lavatory. The spat- 
ter marks of hard water are difficult to 
get off without a liberal use of hot wa- 
ter, lye, soap and labor. I have found 
that the white porcelain surface of 
bath tub and lavatory can be polished 
to spotless condition with almost no la- 
bor if a cloth dipped in gasoline is used.

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A POSTPONEMEN: 

Of Raising of Cattle Quarantine In 
Massachusette and New Hampshire 

Washington, May 12.—The stute de- 
partment has notified the department 
of agriculture that the foot and mouth 
disease has again broken out in the 


Argentine republic and that Argenti ie 
has prohibited the exportation of ani- 
mals from that country. Secretary 
Wilson views the outbreak witli great 
concern and says that if the lisease 
ence gets a foothold on the open ranges 
in Argentina the results inevitably 
must be serious to the livestock in- 
dustry there. 

A part of the “fight against the epi- 
demic in New England has been made 
with a view of keeping the disease from 
spreading into the west, wuere the 
greatest danger would exist. Secre- 
tary Wilson has received word of a 
fresh outbreak of the disease in a herd 
located at Framingham, Mass. It was 
believed by the department officials that 
the epidemic had been wiped out in 
New England. Secretary Wilson says 
that he had contemplated Mftiuge the 
quarantine altogether from New Eng- 
land in a fortnight, but that action must 
now be postponed indefinitely. The 


quarantine has been lifted from all the | 


states originally involved except Mas- 
sachusetts and New Hampshire, and it 
is impossible to foretell, particulariy 
in view of the approaching warm 
weatber, when the restrictive meas- 
ures against those states can be re- 
moved.

his hearing was continued when first 
arraigned. Mr. and Mrs. Sturtevant 
saw the Italian during a visit to the 
jail last evening and it is understood 


that they saw no resemblance in him 
to the man who shot and killed their 
daughter last Wednesday night. 

What transpired in the jail during 
the call of the parents is not made pub- 
lic by Chief of Police Holmes. They 
went and returned in a carriage and 
have denied themselves to all callers. 
It is known, however, that later in the | 
day Mr. Sturtevant and Chief Holmes 
met Officer Whitney of the state po- 
lice, District Attorney Sanderson of 
Middlesex county and Chief Inspector 
Watts of the Boston force, in Boston. 
It is generally accepted here as a fact 
that Sturtevant told of his visit to the 
jail and that the result will be Lom- 
bardi’s discharge. 

These two incidents have been the 
most striking ones since the commis- 
sion of the crime. Since Thursday the 
police of several cities have neen run- 
ning down supposed clews, all of which 
have vanished iu air. Both Chief 
Holmes and Officer Whitney say that | 
it does not seem to them that they ure 
any nearer a solytion of the mystery 
than on last Thursday. 

Chief Holmes was expected to issue 
én official statement of the case last 
night, and this was expected to cover 
the afternoon’s incidents, but he 
changed his mind because things were 
not in just the shape he had expected. 
Chief Holmes’ attitude just at present 
suggests a little mystery, although he 
is outspoken in saying that there are 
no important developments.

eee POSTPONEMEN? 


Of Raising of Cattie Quarantine In 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire 

Washington, May 12.—The state de- 
partment has notified the department 
of agriculture that the foot and mouth 
disease has again broken out in the 


Argentine republic and that Argenti.e 
has prohibited the exportation of ani- 
mals from that country. Secretary 
Wilson views the outbreak witl great 
concern and says that if the tisease 
ence gets a foothold on the open ranges 
in Argentina the results inevitably 
must be serious to the livestock in- 
dustry there. 

A part of the “fight against the epi- 
demic in New England has been made 
with a view of keeping the disease from 
spreading into the west, wiere the 
greatest danger would exist. Secre- 
tary Wilson has received word of a 
fresh outbreak of the disease in a herd 
located at Framingham, Mass. It was 
believed by the department officials that 
the epidemic had been wiped out in 
New England. Secretary Wilson says 
that he had contemplated liftiug the 
quarantine altogether from New Eng- 
land in a fortnight, but that action must 
now be postponed indefinitely. The 
quarantine has been lifted from all the 
states originally involved except Mas- 
sachusetts and New Hampshire, and it 
is impossibie to foretell, particulariy 
in view of the approaching warm 
weather, when the restrictive meas- 
ures against those states can be re- 
moved.

Lowel! Operatives Inclined to 
Favor Se:tlement 


MUST INCLUDE INCREASE 


Each Side Hesitates to Make Any 
Move Which Would Be Regarded 
as Confessing Weakness—Poverty 


Prevails lu Many Hom+s 


Lowell, May 13.—The attitude of the 
strikers has undergone a change. Ey- 
en among the unton officials there is not 
the same determination that manifested 


itself at the outset to hold ont for com- 
plete surrender to the union's demand 
for a 10 percent increase. In fact the 
element which would recede from the 
original demand and accept other terms 
is to be found among the mule spinners, 
who have the strongest union and the 
most money. 

It may be somewhat significant, also, 
that the Greeks who have gone away 
left their spokesman in Lowell to un- 
derstand that if the mills opened at 
some increase over the old wages, say 
5 or 6 percent, they would return. The 
organizations which, by virtue of their 
financial and numerical strength, bold 
the key to the situation in Lowell, have 
teo much at stake to give up this figit 
for higher wages, realizing that such a 
course would injure their prestize in the 
labor movement at large; they v ould 
woner carry their ownmemberson strike 
benefits to the limits of their resources 
pnd see the contest continued to the 
point of starvation for the anorganized 
elements, but it may be sald that any 
proposition looking toward 1 <ettlement 
without lowering the standing of these 
tnions would receive consideration. In 
other words, some of the lvadIng men 
among the spinners are less insistent 
now upon the full 10 peresnt fucrease 
than they are upon a termination which 
shall have the appearance of being a 
“settlement.” 

It is plainly apparent that on the 
question of a settlement the strikers are 
divided into three groups, namely, those 
union leaders who openly declare that 
this contest must be fought to a finish 
on the basis of a 10 percent increase, 
nothing less; those who are willing to 
compromise for the sake of increasing 
their chances of victory, and the third 
element which is ready to return at any 
time on the old schedule of wages. 

in this light the situation is being dis- 
cussed at the labor halls, and the mill 
agents meet every week to compare 
notes, but no efforts are bei1g made to 
bring the two parties together. Under 
the circumstances they cannot be expect- 
ed to come together of their own initi- 
ative, for the side which made the first 
move in that direction would he re- 
garded as confessing weakness. 

If the strike is to be conducted along 
the lines mapped out for it the time 
for resuming the cotton industry here 
will depend upon how soon the people 
are reduced to poverty and *vani to a 
degree which will force them hy the 
hundreds and thousands ivto a pub'ic 
confession of misery. That Is the sign 
for which the mill agents will lock 
as their guide in determining hen to 
reopen the mills, and it is a spectacle 
which must come not very long hence 
if the strike continues. The 1nious have 
not the money with which to prevent 
it, nor the prospect of obtaining it de- 
spite the many promises held out to the 
masses. 

There is suffering in the city already, 
though the Textile union appears to be 
doing its best to prevent it. Little as- 
sistance is given by the city. Aw an- 
nounced at the beginning the overseer 
of the poor is turning over.to 'the Tex- 
tile council the strikers who spply to 
the city for help, because the unions 
told them before calling then out that 
they would support them. For this rea- 
son the disbursements of the city poor 
department were only about $150 more 
last month than the average fer March 
for six years. 

Homes in actual want of the neces- 
sities of life are found without any dif- 
ficulty and without any other inquiry 
from neighbors than as to which are 
the homes of strikers. Among them, 
Lowever, are families who take the 
situation philosophically and try to get 
along as best they can with their little 
allowances from the unions. Some re- 
ceive no union help whatever, nor »prom- 
ises of help in the future.

COMMISSIONS 10 EDDS 


Have Resulted In Newport Merchants 
Losing Much Profitable Business 
Newport, R. L, May 13.—As a result 

of the evidence presented at the court 
martial of former Chief Commissary 
Edds of the naval training station, a 
great change has been made in the 
method of purchasing food supplies and 
the merchants of the city of Newport, 
who have enjoyed for years a large 
amount of business, are for the most 
part shut out from this trade. 

The court martial showed that certain 
merchants gave Edds commissions. 
The navy department felt that in so 
doing merchants were guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and ordérs were given to the 
payuuaster at the training station to 
ignore the merchants who gave such 
conunisstons la the recent call for pro- 
posals for food -stuffs sent out from 
the station 

At the present time about $7000 a 
wouth is being expended for the pro- 
visions needed for the apprentices’ 
messes, Under the new bids, New York 
and Boston firms get the bulk of the 
Lusiness, about the only thing given 
to Newport being the order for pies aud 
ice creum and eake. 

At the present time there are 1140 
apprentices at the station to be fed and 
with the completion of the new bar- 
racks for apprentices there will be ae- 
commodatiogns for nearly 5000 naval 
apprentices and the sum of nearly $20,- 
600 a month will be expended for food. 


Doctors Think They Were Robbed 

Malden, Mass., May 13.—William RF. 
Brenner ud J. B. Neeley, both of Bos- 
ton, were held for the grand jury, the 
former in $5000 and the latter in $5000, 
by Judge Libby on the charges of lar- 
ceny from Dr. Alonzo Fales snd Dr.

BAD FOR BERLIN 


Over a Thousand Men In New Hamp- 
shire Town Ace on Strike 

Berlin, N. H., May 13.—More than 
1000 men employed by the Berlin Mills 
Sulphite 
whose interests are 
closely interwoven, are on strike be- 
cause of the companies’ refusal to 
grant their demands for more pay and 
recognize the various unions. 

These demands were made more than 
a week ago, but the companies abso- 
lutely declined to yield. The two com- 
panies are so closely identified with 
each other that the fibre con:pany can- 
not possibly continue without the other, 
and the latter has closed its lumber.

Notice f Milk Inspector 


[Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and4 
Public Statutes.) 


Sect. 3.—‘“In all cities every person who

ON THE INGRBASE. 


Considerable More Granite Shipped 
in April Than in March. 


The shipment of granite by rail from 
the three railroad terminals for the 
month of April amounted to 13,768,789 
pounds, an increase of 3,037,664 pounds 
over the previous month. The in- 
creases were from the West Quincy and 
South Quincy terminals, the former in- 
crease being something over a miilion 
pounds and the latter over two million 
pounds. The amount from each of the 
terminals was as follows: QuincyAdams,

550 pounds; Quarry railroad, 1,707,690 
pounds. 

The shipments thus for this montb 
indicate that the returns for May will 
show a large increase over April.

Deepens Mysrery In Sturtevan! 


Murder Case 


YO ARRESTS CONTEMPLATED 


in the Immediate Future In Con- 
nection With the Crime—Police De- 
scribe Bag and Contents Carried 
Off by the Murderer 


Medford, Mass., May 13.—After a 
brief hearing in the district court at 
Malden, Judge Bruce released Tom sso 
Lombardi, the Italian who was urrested 
in Boston early Thursday morning on 
suspicion of having murdered Miss 
Nellie Sturtevant at her home in Med- 
ford. 

With the release of Lombardi tbe 
Medford authorities and the state j-o- 
lice are as much in the dark as ever as 
to the identity of the murderer of Miss 
Sturtevant, and the present  indica- 
tions are that the murder will go down 
in history as another of those mysterious 
crimes that have never been solved. 
The police are doing everything in their 
power to get some clue that inay lead to 
the arrest of the person who did the 
shooting, but, notwithstanding the 
stories to the contrary, the authorities 
have no expectation of making another 
arrest in the casein the immediate 
future. 

Chief Holmes and State Officer Whit- 
ney issued a joint statement in the case 
last night, describing the bag and con- 
tents taken from Mr. Sturtevant and 
stating that they had requested Mr. and 
Mrs. Sturtevant to decline to give out 
further interviews. They further say 
that the alleged interviews already 
printed are not accepted as correct, ow- 


ing to the menfal condition of both Mr. 
0 and Mrs. Sturtevant, the latter being 


still on the verge of hysteria. 

The bag is described as belng kuown 
to the trade as a “club” bag; it was 15 
inches long, of cowhide grain, enam- 
elled, cloth lining, silk fastened, rus- 
set color. It contained an ink pad 81% 
inches square, a rubber stamp of the 
Medford Co-operative bank, eanother 
stamp of the signature of J. F. Sturte- 
vant in script, checks countersigned by 
Dana I. McIntire, but not counter- 
Signed by J. F. Sturtevant; a dozen 
lank books, a block of rent receipts, 
one co-operative bank sheet filled out 
with 23 names and a number of other 
blanks, such as power of attorney, ete.

POWER OF FIRST CLASS 


‘For 


President Talks of Our Greate 
ness on the Pacific 


EXTENSION OF INFLUENCE 


Even Greater Than Expansion of Our 
Domain—Surest Way to Secure 
Peace Is to Show That We Are Not 
Afraid of War—For Larger Navy 


San Francisco, May 14.—At the Me- 
thanics pavilion President Roosevelt 
last night made the most important 
speech he bas delivered since he left 


St. Louis. His subject, “Expansion and 
trade development and protection of the 
country’s newly acquired possessions 
in the Pacific,” together with the 
advocacy of a greater navy, was one 
that made his discourse of particular 
jnuterest to the Californians and be 
aroused his auditors to a high pitch of 
anthusiasm. It wasa mighty gathering 
that listened to the president. He said: 

Before I saw the Pacific slope I was 
an expansionist, and after having seen 
it I fail to understand how any man 
confident of his country’s greatness and 
ilad that his country should challenge 
with proud confidence our mighty fu- 
ture, can be anything but an expan- 
sionist. In the century that is open- 
ing, the commerce and the progress of 
the Pacific will be factors of incalcul- 
able moment in the history of the world. 

In our day, the greatest of all tbe 
eceans, of all the seas, and the last 
to be used on a large scale by civilized 
man, bids fair to become the first in 
point of importance. Our mighty re- 
public has stretched across the Pacific 
and now in California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington, in Alaska and Hawaii and the 
Philippines, holds an extent of coast- 
line which makes it of necessity a power 
of the first class on the Pacitic. 

The extension in the area of our do- 
main has been immense, the extension 
in the area of our influence even greater. 
America’s geographical position on the 
Pacitic is such as to insure our peace- 
ful domination of its waters in the fu- 
ture if only we grasp with sufficient 
resolution the advantages of these pos- 
sessions. We are taking long strides in 
this direction. Witness the cables we 
are laying and the great steamship lines 
we are starting, steamship lines some 
of whose vessels are larger than any 
freight carriers the world has yet seen. 
We have taken the first steps toward 
digging an isthmian canal, to be under 
our own control, a canal which will 
make our Atlantic and Pacific coast 
lines, to all intent and purpose, con- 
tinuous, and will add immensely alike 
to our commercial and our military and 
naval strength.

Unless we show ourselves 
weak, unless we show ourseives de- 
generate sons of the sires from whose 
loins we sprang, we must go on with the 
work we have begun. 

I earnestly hope that this work will 
always be peaceful in character. We 
infinitely desire peace and the surest 
way to obtain it is to show that we are 
not afraid of war. We should denlina 
spirit of fairness and justice with all 
weaker nations; we should show to the 
strongest that we are able to maintain 
our rights. Such showing cannot be 
made to bluster, for bluster merely in- 
vites contempt. Let us speak cour- 
teously, deal fairly and keep ourselves 
armed and ready. If wedo these things 
we can count on the peace that comes 
only to the just men armed, to the just 
man who neither fears nor inflicts 
wrong. 

We must keep on building and main- 
taining a thoroughly efficient nary, 
with plenty of ¢he best and most formid- 
able ships, with an ample supply of of- 
ficers and of men, and with these offl- 
cers and men trained in the most tlor- 
ough way to the best possible per- 
formance of their duty. Only thus can 
we assure our position in the world at 
large and In particularour position Lere 
on the Pacific. 

It behooves all men of lofty souls 
who are proud to belong to a mighty 
nation to see to it that we fit ourselves 
to take and keep a great position in 
the world, for our proper place is with 
the expanding nations and the nations 
that dare to be great; that accept with 
confidence a place of leadership in the 
world. I am proud that it has Leen 
granted me to be a citizen in a nation 
of such glorious opportunities and 
vith the wisdom and hardihood end 
the courage to rise to the levels of its 
opportunities.

Experienced by Many of the 


Strikers at Lowell 


A PICTURE OF DESTITUTION 


Revealed by a Visit to the Homes of 
Those Who Are Idle- Growing Dis- 
content Adds to the Misery— Strike 
Benefits Delayed 


Lowell, Muss., May 14.—Destitution Is 
staring Lowell in the face. Lmpartial 
investigations can lead to uo other 
conclusion. Mothers and children are 
actually crying for bread, knowing not 
where to get the next meal, but rather 
than plead for belp many of them aban- 
don their homes in quest of work. The 
payment of rent on property occupied 
by strikers is virtually suspended, by 
kindness of the landlords, and v. here it 
is insisted upon it results in eviction. 
One constable here has record of 20 
evictions due to strikers’ inability to 
pay rent, but he has secured other tene- 
ments for the families and in some iIn- 
stances paid the expenses of -noving. 

Discontent among the strikers is 
growing stronger with every day that 
adds to the misery of their homes. 
Much of this is provoked by the way 
in which the unions distribute the 
money which comes to Lowell, for the 
impression has gone abroad thut the 
uwnions either hold this money back or 
give disproportionately large sums to 
the spinners in order that they may be 
able to stay out, because they control 
their departments in the mills better 
than any other class of operatives. 

Mill agents acknowledge that they 
cannot run their establishments with- 
out trained mule spinners and loom 
fixers. Hence the conditions among the 
vreat masses, the women and children 
and unskilled help in general, are of less 
consequence to the managers of this 
strike than the rights of the compara- 
tively few skilled hands who have been 
organized for years and paid dues which 
entitle them to a fair support from their 
treasuries during the strike. 

The great majority of unskilled help 
organized just before or immediately 
after the strike, so that they have paid 
into the unions only the initiation fees, 
amounting to 10 cents a head; conse- 
quently they have not, strictly speak- 
ing, earned any strike benefit, but their 
reply is that they were forced out by 
the action of the unions and that some 
provision should have been made for 
them before such action was taken. 
Now these people are suffering and they 
know that the money which is being 
divided among th® spinuers serves to 
prolong the contest, every day of which 
might deepen the misery at thelr own 
doors. 

Entering the homes of these people 
one is brought face to face with the ef- 
fects of the strike. Realizing that to 
remain at home meant starvation for her 
four children a mother who has to work 
alone for the support of her family 
abandoned her home, the rent for which 
she could not pay, and secured a prac- 
tically abandoned basemeut where she 
left her young children in charge of a 
strange woman. Then she went away 
80 miles from home to earn a few dol- 
lars a week and she is sendng home 
what she cun spare for the household 
in the basement, which is unfit for 
habitation. 

Not a morse! of food reniained Tues- 
day evening in a home of wife aud five 
children, who had been starving all 
day. Both man and wife joined the 
Weavers’ unlon the week after the 
strike. After waiting three weeks $2 
were received from the union, and sub- 
sequently the family has received $4 
In cash and $1.20 worth of groceries 
from the union, and this has been the 
sole income of that family for six 
weeks. Last Thursday, which was 
payday at the union headquarters, the 
woman called there for help again, but 
was told to return Saturday. On that 
day she merely was requested to leave 
her name and address so that her case 
could be looked up by the investigating 
committee. Monday a man called at her 
home to take an order, and ‘Tuesday, 
when her children were crying for food, 
she went to the union again to see why 
no relief came. Then she was told that 
the investigating committee had been 
broken up and that she could have 
nothing before new rules had been 
adopted. The reason given to the 
Lowell press for disbanding that com- 
mittee was that it-was being imposed 
upon by people who were not entitled 
to help. 

Thus disappointed, after begging 
and waiting for six days, she turned to 
the overseer of the poor of Lowell, 
but learned that she could have no help 
from the city because she was a striker, 
for which the unions have pledged sup- 
port. 

With a little variation in details the 
conditions were much the same at other 
homes visited. It does not come to the 
attention of the public that these things 
exist becunse the victims of temporary 
poverty have a deep aversion to being 
recorded as public charges, and the 
unions repeatedly deny that there will 


be suffering amopg the strikers.

{Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.) 


Szcr. 3.—In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereafter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.”

Quincy public schools for the four 
weeks ending May 1. The percentage 
of daily attendence was 93 plus, the 
Willard leading with the High second.

Nine of the twelve schools report 
cases of truancy, 18 in all, but there

MUST MARRY. 


Sentence Imposed in the 
Rooster Case.

Proved Innocent Bat 
Found Gui'ty. 


it Was a Mock Trial and a De- 
cided Hit. 


The mock trial ‘advertised in the 
Ledger for the past few days, came off 
Wednesday evening in the hall of the 
Water Street Presbyterian church. W. 
E. Johnson was arraigned for the lar- 
ceny of a rooster, the property of one 
Charles A. McKinnon, and pleaded not 
guilty. 

If the clerk was honest in the names 
he called, seldom if ever did eleven 
such distinguished men sit ona jary 
as those who heard this case. Among 
the number were Joho L. Sullivan and 
J. P. Morgan. 

The witnesses who were called by 
both sides testified to everything and 
anything except the alleged larceny. 
One man who gave his name as Henry 
Faxon, and his business real estate and 
politics, testified that Mayor Bryant 
was the best executive Quincy ever bad ; 
that the tax rate fur Quincy was alro- 
gether too low; that one city needed 
one more constable; that be had been 
in the Legislature and that his seat in 
that body was now held by Peta Fallon; 
that he (Faxon) had written a law 
book which would be sent free to any 
address on receipt of one dollar and 
six cents for postage; that he had 
tried a liquor case before Judge Avery 
lately and lost; did not knuw why the 
prisoner had been discharged, iu spite 
of the ‘‘little book,’’ unless it was be- 
cause the prisoner had hired a lawyer. 
He knew nothing about the rooster or 
the alleged larceny. 

Another witness who gave his name 
as Joseph Hayden, and his business as 
chief of police, testified that the wires 
leading from the signal boxes were 
frequently getting tangled up. In such 
cases the remedy was to suspend a 
patrolman, On cross examination, he 
explained that this was done to give 
the box ‘‘the benefit of the doubt,’’ as 
required by the spirit of the law. He 
said that the people at City Hall 
would support Bryant as often as he 
saw fit to run, but refused to state the 
reasons, Asked if it were true that a 
man bad been arrested for being drunk 
in Quincy a few weeks ago, the wit- 
ness replied with indignation that this 
was # no-license town. 

Counsel for the defence tried to show 
that Dr, Todd had been seen in Mayor 
Bryant’s barn some time ago with His 
Honor, and several of the other city 
officials while a cock fight was in 
progress. The rooster in question was 
one of the combatants, but the evi- 
dence failed to prove to the satisfae- 
tion of the jury that Dr. Todd had 
brought the rvoster to the barn or bad 
any particular interest in him, and the 
eleven good men and true, found the 
defendant guilty, whereupon Judge 
Robert C. Allen, with great solemnity, 
pronounced the sentence of the court 
that the defendant marry forthwith. 
The hall was crowded and the trial 
was pronounced a decided hit. The 
court officials and the lawyers were 
members of Dr. Hershey's church in 
Boston,

Mr. Raymond's testimony was cor- 
roborated in part by his bookkeeper, 
Miss Lydia G. Brown, and at his request 
bumerous other witnesses will be sum- 
moned the committee at the 
continuation of the hearing.

Mr. Raymond made repeated efforts 
to get before the committee certain 
statements which he admitted he might 
not be able to prove, while Chairman 
Frost insisted that his testimony be 
confined to facts of which witness bad 
personal and positive knowledge. This 
resulted in many sharp exchanges be- 
tween the two and Mr. Raymond fre- 
quently consulted his attorneys before 
replying to questions of the conimittee, 

The hearing lasted less than two 
hours, when adjournment was taken. 
Senator Frost of Lawrence is chairman 
of the committee, which includes Sena- 
tors Apsey of Cambridge, W. T. A. 
Fitzgerald of Boston, Cole of Beverly 
and Fletcher of Westford.

MERRILL HAS FRIENDS 


Who Are Inclined to Think That He 
Has Been Sinned Against 

Boston, May 15.—There are many per- 
tons in Boston who feel yery kindly 
towards Meody Merrill, toe Boston 
promoter and politician under arrest in 
New York, and who say that Merrill 
should not be judged too hastily nor too 
harshly. It is asserted that for years 
past Merrill had been sending large 
sums of money to Boston to square up 
old accounts and that a great part of 
this money sent by Mervill has been 
sequestered. It is also suid that some 
of the people who have been acting as 
his agents converted the money to 
their own cases, and have steadily 
worked on the fears of Merrill to heep 
him not only away froin Boston, but also 
to continued having sent along other 
large sums to them on che representa- 
tion that they were apply'‘ng it to the 
old debts and getting the indict sents 
dismissed. 

According to the records of the Suf- 
folk superior criminal court Merrill 
was Indicted at the May term of the 
grand jury in 1895, just three years 
after he left Boston. The indict sent 
is one of nine counts of embezzlement 
and four counts of larceny, which ure 
set forth in four transactions involy- 
ing an aggregate of $19,009.

ALMSHOUSE WELL FILLED 


Calls at City Dispensary Beginning to 
Be Numerous—Much Good Work 
by Philanthropists—Textile Council 


Has New Investigating Committee 


Lowell, Mass., May 15.—City authori- 
ties have been forced to change their 
policy in the matter of giviag aid to 
striking Hud 
that it is useles to lon pplicants 
over to the Textile council, which bad 
promised to hedp everybody, and hence- 
forth will meet their wants with the 
funds in the city treasury. ‘There are 
only $15,000 available for such ;-urpose, 
and this sum was intended to ‘last the | 
whole year, but President Adums of tLe 
common council says that these people 
who are in the city suffering for want 
of food must be provided for whatever 
it may 
to provide the means when the present 
funds become exhausted. Secretary 
Courtney of the overseers of the poor 
has been placing applications from 
strikers on file with intention to help all 
who are in need, and such applications 
are growing in numbers. 

The almshouse has already as many 
occupants as it can accommodate--n bout 
500. Those who have been there dur- 
ing the winter and under ordinary cir- 
cumstances would leave in the spring 
to provide for themselves did not leave, 
as they saw no prospect of eking ovt an 
existence outside, and many more have 
come since the strike started. Callsat 
the city dispensary are beginning to be- 
come very numerous, indicating that the 
strikers have not the means with which 
to engage the services of physicians in 
ease of sickness, or to buy the medicine 
prescribed. 

Private charity is doing a good deal 
for the needy, and relatives help each 
other, but there are many families 
which had their whole income from the 
cotton mills and have no relatives to de- 
pend upon. Miss Lettie Mason, deacon- 
ess and city missionary, finds a good 
deal of suffering already, whole families 
which have been without food for two 
days; in one home she found a dying 
baby whose sickness, accordinz to the 
physician, was due to starvation, and 
humerous cases bordering on destitu- 
tion. She helps them as far as she is 
able. Somewhat similar work {fs done 
by Miss Emily Simpson, missionary for 
the First Baptist church. In many in- 
stances this church pays the rent for 
striking operatives. 

Constable McMnus, like Patrolman 
Dennett, is a philanthropist who in the 
prosecution of his duties comes in direct 
contact with the poorest element and 
can bring worthy cases to the attention 
of the proper authorities when unable 
to find the means for relieving them him- 
self. About 100 children are fed every 
day through the efforts of John Dennett, 
whose beat is through one of the poor 
est districts in the city. But for bis 
free restaurant, to which the merchants 
of the city and even mill agents con- 
tribute, many of these children would 
have to go hungry, as their parents ean- 
not feed them. People of ample means 
have agreed not to turn hungry women 
ond children away from their doors. 

At the Children’s Home, managed by 
Miss Ellen O'Leary, there are about 40 
children who could not be taken care of 
at their own homes. When the par- 
ents are working they usually pay sivall 
sums to the home for children, perhaps 
$1 a week, or $2 or $3 for four children, 
for some mothers have all their little 
ones at this institution, so thatit had an 
income of $20 or more every pay day at 
the mills, and all bills were met prompt- 
ly.

Notice of Milk Inspector 


[Extract from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 


May 15-3t. 


Sect. 3.—‘*In all cities every person who 
conveys milk in ca:riages or otherwise tor the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereatter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector 
fifty cents each to the use of the city.” 

Sscr 4.—" Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in atown in which an 
Inspector or In:pectors of Milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such Inspector or 
Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and whu- 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

Manchester clears $75,000 a year net 
profit from its fifteen markets; Liver- 
pool’s markets pay $72,860, and the 
228 towns that own public markets 
draw in all $418,910 profit from that 
source. 

The street railway systems owned 
by the various towns clear over $500,- 
6000 profit, which is rapidly increasing. 
In every case, it is alleged, the trans- 
fer of such a system from private to 
public hands has led to “better serv- 
ice, cheaper fares, increased traffic and 
larger profits, while the position of 
the employees has been greatly im- 
proved in regard to pay and the hours 
of labor.” 

In Leeds the tramways have re- 
lieved taxation $204,380 a year. c 

Liverpool last year cleared $60,145 
from the supply of electricity. 

One hundred and ninety-three towns 
have their own water supply, from 
which they clear a net annual_ profit 
of $450,640, after providing interest 
and sinking funds for borrowed capi- 
tal, and ninety-nine towns own gas 
works, paying a profit of $1,974,125 a 
year. Manchester alone clears $250,- 
000 from gas, instead of paying three 
millions to a corporation, like New 
York.

‘IN A STATE OF RIOT 


Railway Company Defied Or- 
| ders of City of Newport 


INSISTED ON LAYING TRACK 
| 


On a Long Turnout to Prevent Rival 
| Company Getting Privileges on Same 
} Thoroughfare—Laborers Scared Off 

When Rict Call Was Sounded 


| Newport, R. LL, May ‘16.—Muyor 
Boyle declared the city of Newport to 
be in a state of riot at 4:39 yesterday 
afternoon, as the climax of trouble be- 
| tween the police stationed on Broudway 
to prevent, and the attempt of a gang 
of track layers employed hy the Old 
| Colony street railway to Jay a long 
| switch in the face of an order not to 
do so. 
| The riot call was sounded on the fire 
bells, the fire department was placed ip 
| readiness to help the entire police force, 
and Mayor Boyle, as the commanding 
civil officer, had arranged to have the 
| Newport artillery and the Newport 
company of the naval reserves called 
out. 

While matters looked threatening for 
| & couple of hours the danger from actual 
hand-to-hand conflict between the police 
| and the track layers was vot great for 
| the reason that the 50 workmen were 
| scared by overwhelmingly numbers, 
| fully 5000 persons standing ready to 

back up Mayor Boyle and the potice. 
| The Old Colony Street Railway com- 
pany has a single track franchise to run 
through Broudway. Recently the New- 
port and Providence railway was given 
ja One-track franchise on the same 
| street. The city wants the companies 


.| to use the two tracks which will be on 


Broadway when the new company 
complies with its franchise rights, us- 
| ing one track for cars coming into the 
| city and the other for return cars. The 
| companies are at loggerheads over the 
| use of each other’s tracks. 
This week the Old Colony company 
| Started laying a turnout, 2% blocks in 
length. Work was begun in the middle 
|}and the track layers had progressed 
to the point when switches were needed 
| to connect the turnout with the main 
track. Mayor Boyle had forbidden the 

Old Colony company to connect its turn- 

out with the track. He saw that trouble 
| Was impending and had an_ ofticer 
| placed on guard, to stop the attempt 
| to lay the switch at the south eid of the 
| turnout. 

The officer was crowded by the track 
| layers yesterday afternoon and he 
warned the men that they would have 
| to lay the iron over his body and if he 
was touched arrests would follow for 
| assault on an officer. When the officer 
found that he would have hard work 
to hold his own he sent word to the 
police station and a squad of otiicers 
responded. 
| Mayor Boyle and the street connnis- 
' sioners were present, and when it 
seemed as if the track Jayers would 
| be able to force the police out of the 
way the mayor took command and de- 
clared the city to be in a state of riot. 
| The riot call was sounded and ail the 
| police and reserves responded witbin 
17 minutes. The general public also 
turned out. Foremen of the tire com- 
| panies responded to a second call, and 
| received instructions to have their ap- 
| paratus for emergency use in event of 
| another call. 

Mayor Boyle asked Francis Burdick, 
the local manager of the street rail- 
way company, to call off his men and 
obey the order issued forbiddin the 
laying of switches. Burdick was un- 
derstood to reply that he would not call 
off his men and that the switches would 
| be laid in spite_of the mayor or his 

order. The mayor then said that he 
| would arrest every foremun and of- 
ficial and the laborers themse!ves if any 

further attempt was made to force a 

combat with the police. This oe- 
| curred at the south end of the turnout, 
| and the track layers next made an at- 
| tempt to lay a connectiou ut the north 
j end. The ‘police again presented a 
| solid front. 
| At 6:15 a train of cars arrived bring- 
ing more layers and shovellera§ from 
| Fall River. Again matters iooked Lud, 
but at 6:30 the workmen were called off 
| 


and the night lanterns put out, indicat- | 


| ing that, for a time, at least, the effort 
to lay the switches had been delayed. 
Mayor Boyle is not to be taken un- 
awares and he has a big squad of otli- 
cers on duty on the turnout and at the 
first signs of work on the switches the 
riot call again will be sounded. 
Mayor Boyle's position is endorsed hy 
the citizens, for he claims that he is 
simply protecting the city’s rights. If 
the Old Colony street railway should 
get its turnout completed it is claimed 
| that the city can not get itup, and that 
it would be impossible, through lack of 
| width of the street, to have the new 
street railway company lay its track 
| at this point. 
| The city council last night created an 
ordinance compelling the Old Colony 
Street Railway company to tuke up its 
| present tracks and turnouts on Broad- 
| way and lay a single track between the 
junction of Spring street and One Mile 
| corner. The council passed an unani- 
mous vote of thanks to Mayor Boyle 
for the manner in which he is guarding 
the city’s interests.

“For 180 years the army has been 
Wiging war against savage Ludians, and 
there is no namable atrocity that at 
some time some Indians did not com- 
mit, but retaliation in kind and vio- 
lence toward captive and surrendered 
Indians bave always been prohibited.” 

Coming to the subject of cruelties in 
the Phillippines, General Miles’ Ietter 
reads us follows: 

“It is idle to assume that campaign- 


ing in the Philippines has conditions 
that warrant resort to mediaeval 


cruelty and a departure from the honor- 
able method of conducting warfare, nud 
that such departures us huve existed 
should be overlooked and condoned, 
“It is most gratifying that the serious 
offences have not been committed by 
the soldiers unless they were under the 
direct orders of certain officers who 
were responsible. Soldiers have with- 
held fire when ordered to shoot pris- 
oners, protested against acts of crueity 
and written to relatives at home urz- 
ing them to take action to put a stop 
to those crimes. It will ever be one of 
the glories of the army tnat such deeds 
committed by whatever authority are 
abhorrent to the American soldier. 


The officers who are responsible, using 


chiefly cruel Maccabebes, do not by apy 
menns constitute the American army, 
and there must be a very unmistake- 
uble line drawn between the great body 
of honorable

The rest of the session was Gevoted 
to the examination of menibers of the 
Credit Men’s association, the associa- 
tion having fathered the bill referred 
to and raised among its menibers $1380 
to defray expenses incident to its 
passage. These witnesses included rep- 
resentative business men of Boston, 
each of whom denied emphatically any 
participation in or knowledge of legis- 
lative corruption or that they Lad done 
any advertising in the bepe of in- 
fluencing legislation. They explained 
that the association regarded the pas- 
sage of the bill as jn the interest of 
honest business methods, and when it 
was known that the constitutlonality 


of the measure had been questioned it | 


was decided to raise a fund for the pur- 
pose of securing competent legai opin- 
ion regarding it and for the distribu- 
tion of printed matter among legisla- 
tors. 

George H. Groves, treasurer of the 
association, read from a check book to 
show how the fund was expended. 
Some §250 was paid for printing and 
clerical services, $100 to ex-Attorney 
General Pillsbury for an opinion on the 
constitutionality of the bill. and $285 
remained unexpended. One item of 
$750 charged to “sundry expenses” had 
been partially accounted for by a pre- 
vious witness, W. M. Morgan, who 
testified that he acted as counsel] for the 
association at the time and received 
$500 for his services.

At the close of a long day of service 
und His disciples were on the 
..stern shore of the Galilean sea, sur- 
yinded by a vast multitude of people, 
io had made no provision for the 
evening meal. The disciples urged 
}iim to send them away to provide for 
themselves, but the Master said, “Give 
ye them to eat.” This seemed to them 
impossible because of their limited 
store, which consisted of five loaves 
and two fishes carried by a boy. But 
these Jesus miraculously multiplied, 
giving to the disciples and they giving 
to the people. ‘This was continued un- 
til all were fed, and then it was found 
| that twelve basketfuls of fragments 
remained. 
| In this incident a “lad with five bar- 
| ley loaves and two fishes” played an 
} important part and in doing so illus- 
| trates the fact that even children can 
have a very important relationship to 
the Lord Jesus Christ. In years gone 
by the church accorded little place to 
the child in the courts of our God. God 
ealled Samuel to His service, accepted 
the praises of children and the Master 
took the children in His arms and 
blessed them, yet the church was slow 
to recognize the fact that children can 
have any place or part in religion or in 
the life of the church. Its attitude 
was rather that of the disciples of 
Christ- than that of the Master Him- 
self. But this attitude toward children 
lias undergone a wonderful change. 
Scores of them are received into the 
church and lead sweet Christian lives. 
Thousands of them as Junior En- 
deavorers render faithful and loving 
| service to the Master, whom they love,

At 11:20 a. m. yesterday trolley cars 
Were started out on the Barnum and 
State street lines. There were large 
crowds in the vicinity of the car sheds 
when operuliohs were co numenced, but 
was offered at this tune. 
Phe cars were luanned by 12 of the 100 
strike breakers Drought to this city by 
the trolley company. 

Vhere was no disturbance of any 
kind uutil 1:30 in the afternoon. The 
first car had completed its third round 
trip and was in front of the Wheeler 
& Wilson factory, where a crowd of at 
least 1000 persons had gathered The 
car was running slowly, owing to the 
crowd, When stones began to fly. Depu- 
ty Sheriffs Hlendrue and Plumb, wlio 
were riding on the car, saw @ man in 
the crowd Lurl a stoue. They had the 
car stopped immediately and plinged

into the crowd to get the offender, 
With considerable difficulty he was 


seized and dragged to the car, the in- 
teution of the sheriffs beag to put him 
on board and take him to police head- 
quarters. The stone-thrower strugglca 
so fiercely that a policeman who was 
standing near by went to the assistance 
of the sherilfs. Mayor Mulvihill or- 
dered the policeman to keep bis hands 
off the prisoner. He then told the 
deputy sheriffs that they had better let 
the man go. During the argument the 
stone-thrower took advantage of the 
diversion which had been created, and 
wrenched himself free, dashed into the 
crowd and was lost to view. 

In the meantime the stones were fly- 
ing in a shower and one of them struck 
Mayor Mulvibill on the head. He 
Was wearing a soft hat and a Inrge 
hole was cut in this. Although the 
mayor's scalp was not lacerated he re 
ceived a bruise. 

The two sheriffs then jumped on the 
car and ordered the motorman to pro- 
ceed to the car sheds, a quarter of a 
miledistant. The bombardment did not 
abate and the crowds on the street were 
so dense that the motorman could not 
go very fast without running some one 
down. The stone throwing soon be- 
came so furious that the sheriffs draw 
their revolvers and fired five shots in the 
air and toward the ground. ‘This 
caused the bombardment to let up a 
little and the cur reached the barns 
and was run inside, The other five 
cars, operated on the same streets, re- 
ceived exactly the same treatment as 
they followed the fiest car into the car 
barns. 3 

When the last car had‘passed within 
the doors there was a crowd of 4000 
people gathered in a vacant lot opposite 
and yiolence once more broke loose, 
Brickbats, stones and everything that 
could be thrown were burled at the 
barns and anything that belonged to 
the company in the vicinity. 

At this point Mayor Mulvihill saw 
that the sergeant and nine policemen 
who were stationed at the car barns 
Were unable to cope with the mob and 
he sent for Chief Coffin of the fire de- 
partment. The latter ordered out en- 
gine company No. 6 with « steamer 
and a line of hose. Superintendent 
Birmingham also ordered every avatl- 
able man to the spot to co-operate with 
the firemen and soon a strong stream 
was being played on the mob, which 
slowly fell back before the water. One 
of the strike breakers was uasisting 
the firemen in holding the hose whena 
brick struck him on the head and 
knocked him to the ground senseless, 
When the mob had dispersed, the fire- 
men and extra policemen were ordered 
back to their quarters and the regular 
detail remained guarding the car barns. 

The officials of the trolley company 
will not reveal the names of the men 
injured or the nature of their injuries. 
It is positively known, bowerer, that 
not a man of those who were on the 
six cars escaped an injury of some 
kind. Every one of them, as they stood 
on the platform of their cars while 
going into the barns, was seen to be 
bleeding profusely from the head and 
face. In addition to the trolley men in- 
jured, Road Master Davis of the trol- 
ley company was injured by a@ stone 
which struck bim in.the bead. Sherifs 
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Frentrle dnd llumb were, apparentiy, 
targets for the mob as well as the strike 
breakers, for each of them was struck 
in different parts of the body at least a 
dozen times. 

No attempt was made to run cars 
last night. 

All of Sheriff Hawley’s deputies have 
reported to him for duty. In an tuter- 
View the sheriff said: “I will have no 
further interference on the part of 
Mayor Mulvihill. I will have 100 spe- 
cial men here and will do my best to 
Preserve peace, and if the mayor or any 
cne else attempts to interfere he wil] 
be stopped; if necessary I will super- 
cede Mayor Mulvihill in authority.”

| Count Cassini, the Russian »ambassa- 
dor, referring to the Jewish troubles 
in Russia, said: ‘There is in Russia, 
as in German Austria, a feeling against 
certain of the Jews. ‘The reason for 
this unfriendly attitude is found in the 
fact that the Jews wil) not work in 
the field nor engage in agriculturs, 
They prefer to be money lenders. Give 
a Jew a couple of dollars and he becomes 
a banker and money broker. In this 
capacity he takes xdvantace of the 
Russian peasant, whom he soon bas in 
his power and ultimately destroys. It 


| exhausted that a conflict between the 
peasant and the Jews oecurs 
“Emperor Nicholas I sought to kelp 
'the Jew by ordering the estublishment

Story of a Survivor 
| Boston, May 19.—A letter received by

Her Policy In the East Outlined 
by Edwin Wildman. 


NOT TO PLUNDER A HEMISPHERE 


Out of a Chaotic Territory She Is 
Establishing Form and Is Bringing 
Life to the Latent Possibilities of 
a Senile People, Says Ex-American 
Consul at Hongkong—Black Bear 
Watchful of England. 


“Stop thief!” Great Britain cries ev- 
ery time Russia lays a new tie or 
pitches a Cgssack tent on Manchurian 
soil. “Mai fain the status quo!” she 
shrieks. “Keep the door open!” 

Fine sounding phrases! Lofty sen- 
timents! Disinterested warnings! But 
belated, says Edwin Wildman, former 
United States consul at Hongkong, in 
the New York Herald. 

Russia is not in Manchuria by the 
accident of war, not to avenge the mur- 
der of a missionary nor to wrench from 
China an indemnity as a sop for in- 
jured feelings. Her presence in the 
east is constructive, racial and per- 
manent. She is not there to plunder a 
bemisphere of its wealth, to sap a na- 
tion of its strength, to enrich herself 
by the energies of pauper labor nor to 
subjugate a people. Russia is not a 
vandal, a freebooter or a territorial 
highwayman. 

She has come to Asia with a full 
purse and a strong arm to build rail- 
ways and cities, toecultivate and de- 
velop productive but neglected soil, to 
employ a population in the arts of 
peace and industry. Her mission is 
not philanthropic, neither is it destruc- 
tive. In Manchuria she is planting her 
civilization. She is paying her gold, 
injecting her energies and out of a 
chaotic and hitherto unfruitful terri- 
tory is establishing form, enforcing or- 
der and bringing to life the latent pos- 
sibilities of a senile people. 

There is the stamp of permanency 
upon Russia’s structural operations in 
Asia. She is there to stay. Her rail- 
road is there, her Siberian peasants 
are flocking thither, her Cossack 
guards are there, her fortifications are 
there, her outlet to the Pacific is there, 
her civilization is there, her trade will 
grow there, and her sturdy race of 
men and women will increase and pros- 
per on the fertile soil of the vast ter- 
ritory that her enterprise has opened 
up to the inhabitants of the cold north 
and to the trade of the world. 

There is no evidence in her policy 
that it is Russia’s aim to denude the 
territory of its forests, to take from 
the country its gold and silver and 
coal, to suck up the soil of its richness 
and then retire. There is no such 
precedent in Russia’s history. 

The Boxer outbreak and the nearing 
completion of the Transsiberian rail- 
way threw the white light upon Rus- 
sia’s activities in Manchuria. The 
Englishman read the handwriting on 
the wall and sounded the alarm, rush- 
ed into German and Japanese alliances 
and warned the United States that the 
presence of Russia meant death to the 
“open door” and the end of the Amer- 

ican trade extension in the north; 
meant the partition of China and the 
“yellow, or Asiatic, peril,’ the Slav 
conquest of the universe! 

Russia became the object of flerce 
suspicion. Her pailroad, her troops, 
her civilization, were the dragnet that 
threatened the sovereignty of Man- 
churia. Her armada hovered along 
the coast from Port Arthur to Vladi- 
vostok, lay off the bar by Taku and 
pushed its nose up the Woosung river 
toward Shanghai. Her peasants pour- 
ed across the Amur river, and her 
Cossacks raised the standard of the 
white czar in the coveted territory of 
Manchuria. 

Russia has spent a hundred millions 
of dollars to open the window on the 
Pacific, she bad pushed her treaty 
rights to the doorstep of British in- 
gressions in China, and she had es- 
tablished her physical and moral in- 
fluence along the northernmost border 
of a province covering 360,000 square 
miles and containing seven and a half 
millions of people, and the “Son of 
Heaven,” sitting on the dragon throne 
in Peking, had not protested. On the 
contrary, he had granted rights and 
astounded the comparative nations in 
the Chinese mart. He had by treaty 
“recognized that Russia should possess 
a station that she can defend” and had 
leased for twenty-five years Port Ar- 
thur, Talienwan and adjacent seas, 
the lease to,.“be extended by mutual 
agreement between China and Russia, 
To the north of the territory leased, to 
the Amur river, perhaps, shall be a 
zone * * * China may not quarter her 
troops there without the consent of 
Russia.” 

Great Britain was aroused. The 
alarming evidences of the increasing 
friendship of Russia and China stag- 
gered her. China had made an ally of 
her neighbor. She had checkmated 
the ambitions of “foreigners,” for 
Russia was never looked upon as other 
than Asiatic by the Mantchoo rulers of 
China, and the “break up” that might 
give Great Britain and Germany an 
oriental empire had been averted. The 
two great Asiatic races were dovetail- 
ed, and at last, after a century, China 
Was at peace with her ancient foes 
across the great wall. A Russo-Chi- 
nese bank completed the bond and 
brought China under the protecting 
wings of the double eagle. The mas- 
terful diplomacy of Li Hung Chang 
was revealed. 

And now a new era opens up to the 
Powers. When the final rail is laid 
between Lake Baikal and the coast 
the white czar will at last compete in 
the marts of China, and his influence 
in the oriental Asia will be a vital 
force. In ten days he can send mer- 
chandise to the Yellow sea, and in re 


route to Russia, and, not of less im- 
portance, ke can place troops in Man- 
churia at the rate of 2,000 a day. He 
can commissary and coal a fleet off 
Viadivostok and Port Arthur; can 
snap his fingers at Great Britain and 
laugh in the face of Japan. He can 
cross his bayonets over the doors of 
Manchuria, send an army to Tientsin, 
to Peking and close the north of China, 

But of what avail? Russia is not 
mad. She is not a hermit nation. She 
has not come into the east to raise 
batteries to trade, to dwarf the growth 
of her own civilization, to stunt her 
own progress. She aspires, as the 
United States aspired, to carry her flag 
and her civilization across the North 
American continent. Her world pol- 
icy, from Peter the Great to Nicholas 
IL, is a history of expansion, a look 
toward seas where her fleets may sail 
as free as those of other nations, with 
harbors and ports where her own flag 
bids them welcome. 

Russia has not put her millions into 
steel rails, iron bridges, telegraph 
wires, embryonic cities, vast agricul- 
tural stations, to invite destruction and 
the enmity of nations. Her ambition 
in the east is no greater than made 
England and Germany empires—the 
United States a world power. 

If China is to be partitioned, Rus- 
sia’s position will demand the share 
that by racial and natural homogene- 
ousness she is heir to. If China's in- 
tegrity is to be preserved, Russia will 
play her part in its rehabilitation and 
vitalization. Her very life and being 
depend upon ber strength and growth 
or the Pacific. 

Russia’s position in Manchuria is not 
a menace to civilization or trade. It 
has not been in the past and it cannot 
be in the future—not until the genius 
and industry of America, England and 
Germany bow down before the Slav. 

At Newchwang, 100 miles from the 
guns of Russia at Port Arthur, Brit- 
ish merchants are in the ascendant and 
carry on the bulk of trade, the China- 
man himself controlling orgplaying an 
important part in every large mercan- 
tile house in the port. So it is at Shan- 
haikwan and at Tientsin, while at 
Vladivostok German and Japanese 
merchants are in the majority. In all 
Manchuria, despite the presence of 
Russian engineers and Cossacks, Great 
Britain’s trade is over £3,000,000. Rus- 
sia’s is practically nothing, eliminating 
her railroad operations. Such evi- 


dences of the “open door’ do not por- , 


tend, to a sane mind, predatory tend- 
encies on the part of the czar, even 


though war alarms continue to ema- 


nate from Peking. 

Had Russia 
Great Britain (instead of in America) 
for the purchase of her thousands of 
miles of steel, her hundreds of locomo- 
tives, her millions of ties, her tons of 
telegraph wire, her ice crushing ships; 
had she bought her cotton sheetings in 
Manchester, her flour in Australia and 
her tinned goods in England, and had 
she borrowed her money in London, 
her presence in Manchuria would not 
have been heralded as a menace to the 
world, a slap at the “open door,” a 
step in the break up of China. 

Great Britain is alarmed and imbit- 
tered. Her trade is no longer para- 
mount in Asia. Her fleet in Chinese 
waters is not supreme. The Musco- 
vite has out-Britoned the Briton in the 
north of China, and the Briton, dream- 
ing of what he bas been, now rises 
zreen eyed at the calm, forceful policy 
of Russia and cries, “Wolf!” 

We have nothing to fear from Rus- 
sia’s position in the east. Two-thirds 
of the imports into Manchuria are the 
product of American industry. Our 
rails, our engines, our bridges, our 
windmills, our wire, our scales, our 
canned goods, cloth, plows, mowing 
and reaping and sewing machines, 
electric lights and a thousand and one 
other products of our skilled labor are 
going to Siberia and Manchuria by the 
shipload. They will continue to go 
while Russia pursues her policy of ex- 
pansion in her Asiatic empire. <A mil- 
lion and a half tons of steel alone 
will be required to double track her 
Transsiberian railway, and this feat is 
Russia’s dream. And she will not 
stand by idly while Germany girdles 
Shangtung with her 600 miles of track, 
while the Belgians construct a line 
from Peking to Hankow, the Ameri- 
cans from Hankow to Canton and the 
British connect Tientsin with the vast 
coal mines of Shensi. 

Russia, too, will continue to extend 
her activities, but they will not sig- 
nify conquest of territory or sover- 
eignty to a greater extent than do the 
enterprises of other nations in China 
in like undertakings. Her conquest is 
primarily commercial, strategic and 
international, in a sefise that she has 
an eye to future expediencies, but she 
will take no greater advantage of her 
position in Manchuria than Great 
Britain has in the Yangtse valley and 
in the Kwangtung province; than Ger- 
many has in Shangtung or Japan hag 
in Korea. 

Yet the black bear is watchful. He 
is ready to defend his position, and at 
the first step Briton or Teuton takes to 
bring pressure on China and assert 
suzerainty or dispute her treaty rights 
in the Liaotung peninsula the flag of 
the white czar will be raised in Man- 
ehuria, and it may not stop there. But 
tussia’s policy is defensive. The bear 
will hibernate until goaded from his 
lair by the avarice and aggressions of 
his neighbors. 

Shall our hand be raised in warning 
to Russia or to Great Britain?

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NEW VEGETABLES. 


S«range Varieties Being Introdaced 
Here From Mexico and Europe. 

The department of agriculture is 
making experiments with many new 
vegetables which are expected to prove 
useful in the United States if the peo- 
ple can be persuaded to grow them, 
says the Saturday Evening Post. Its 
explorers are fetching them from vari- 
ous parts of the world, especially from 
Mexico, which is known to possess 
many food plants that would"be of 
much value if introduced into the Unit- 
ed States. 

Among the available Mexican vegeta- 
bles are various kinds of peppers and 
several species of tomatoes which are 
unknown to us. For example, there ts 
the husk tomato, which is about the 
size of a horse chestnut and is con- 
tained in a sort of detachable rind that 
is removed when the fruit is ripe as @ 
preliminary to cooking it. It is not 
good raw, but is said to be excellent 
when stewed or fried. The Mexicans 
preserve it as a sweet pickle. 

Then there is a brand new kind of 
cucumber which is quite an oddity in 
its way inasmuch as it explodes with a 
loud report when ripe, throwing its red 
seeds to a distance. Its chief use is as 
a medicine, but the vine on which it 
grows is so handsome as to be desirable 
for gardens. More valuable is a giant 
okra lately obtained from Europe 
which has pods five or six times the 
ordinary size. Soon doubtless it will be 
commonly grown in the United States 
and will be obtainable in our markets 
It has a delightful flavor. 

Another European vegetable which 
Uncle Sam wants to introduce is the 
tuber_of a plant that looks a good deal 
like marsh grass. It is only about as 
big as a hazelnut and when eaten raw 
resembles cocoanut in flavor. This is 
called chervil and may be cooked in a 
variety of ways. The plant is a kind of 
sedge. 

Special attention Is being paid to the 
cultivation of new pot herbs on the ex- 
perimental farm which the government 
maintains near Washington, and the 
seeds of the best of these when a suffi- 
cient supply has been obtained will be 
distributed to farmers and gardeners. 
Notable among them is a plant from 
India called basella, which bears 
fruits that look like little blackberries. 
It is a vine, has pink blossoms resem- 
bling those of the arbutus and is said 
to be delicious. 
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WASHINGTON’S NEW DEPOT 


Plans Provide For Private Entrance 
For President and His Family. 

The plans made by D. H. Burnham 
of Chicago, the architect of the 
world's fair in 1893, for the Union sta- 
tion at Washington for the Pennsylva- 
nia and the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
roads were submitted to the District 
government the other day, says the 
New York Times. They provide for a 
station 760 feet wide, with room in the 
train shed for eighteen trains side by 
side and six more leading out of the 
tunnel on a lower level, making twen- 
ty-four trains in all that are to be ac 
commodated at one time in the new 
structure. The train shed will not be 
constructed with one big arch, but 
with three, on pillars and piers, so that 
the height of the shed may be lower 
than the main front of the building. 

The carriage porticos on each side of 
the station will be capable of sheltering 
200 vehicles at one time. A unique fea- 
ture of the building will be a private 
entrance and waiting room for'the pres- 
ident of the United States. This will 
fill a long felt want. Whenever the 
president goes or comes there is al- 
ways a large crowd at the station, of- 
ten making it nearly impossible for the 
traveling public to move. The mem- 
bers of the president's family are also 
often seriously inconvenienced by the 
throng, and the special waiting room Is 
intended to obviate any difficulty on 
that score. 


LORENZ ON HIS METHOD. 


Never Claimed Priority, He Says, but 
Only Improvement. 

Dr. Adolf Lorenz said to a reporter 
of the New York Times in an inter- 
view recently at New Orleans concern- 
ing bloodless surgery: “It is charged 
that I claim to be the originator of this 
method, but I do not claim priority in 
the treatment at all. “ Such priority 
would not be of value. Any sensible 
man could make this ¢lass of inven- 
tion. Some smart midwife of the mid- 
dle ages probably first tried this 
method. 

“I only claim to have introduced 
more technic and tkoroughness into 
an old method which was long neglect- 
ed. I am now enly trying to make 
this method popular for the benefit 
that will accrue to all mankind from 
it, and I thin I have incidentally 
made quite a success of it. The dis- 
secting knife is being left out in the 
treatment of congenital foot and hip 


trouble.”

He further said that the hill, under 
existing statutes, is a “needless inter- 
ference by the legislature with the au- 
thorities that it has constituted to at- 
tend to such matters, and would estab- 
lish a precedent for all manner of 
legislative interference in the mere de- 
tails of municipal management. 

“The fact that the referendum is 
attached to this bili does not relieve the 
legislature or the executive of the re- 
sponsibility. If it did, every peti- 
tioner for legislation, no matter bow 
unreasonable the legislation might ap- 
pear to be, would argue that the legis- 
lature need take no responsibility it 
self, but should submit his matter to 
the people for their determination. 

“The referendum is still a new 
principle, as far as its appiication to 
our form of goverument is concerned. 
If it is to be of any value it must 
not be used carelessly. ‘The people, in 
oder to be relieved of just such ques- 
tions as the one involved ir this bill, 
have established a representative form 
of government, and they expect their 
representatives in the state and city 
not to shift the burden of responsibility 
back upon them, but to deterinine these 
questions by most careful study and 
due consideration of the welfure of the 
entire community.”

New Bedford, Mass., May 20.—The 


New Bedford city hall was converted 
to one of the strangest uses in its whole 
history, when its doors were opened 


to receive 404 Brava imainints off 
the strauded bark Vera Crux Vii, 
which went ashore May 9. in Coracoke 
inlet. The immigrants erri:ed here 
from Newbern, N. C., in a spevial train 
and were trunsported in barges to vlty 
hall, there to be held until relatives 
or friends come forward with assur- 
ances that they will not become public 
charges. 

The crowded interior of the bnilding 
Presents a curious sight with 
scantily attired black men and zaud:ly 
dressed women. Chaos reigns amid a 
multitude of trunks and bundles of 
wearing apparel, and the occupants of 
the building are peered at curiously by 
those who can reach the doors. Lhe 
immigrants themselves find their vew 
surroundings interesting, and 
of heads are thrust out of the nuimerons 
windows with looks which btetoken a 
burning anxiety for freedoai ufter sev-

Chairman Frost said that the com- 
mittee had ruled that cross-exainina- 
tion will not be allowed by either side 
in view of the refusal of Senator Foster 
to avail himself of the privilege of 
| counsel. He then called upon any other 
| persons who could show corruption 
| to appear and be sworn. Naturaily no 
one else stepped forward and the Lear- 
ing, “for present purposes,’ was de- 
clared closed. 

As soon as Senator Frost had eelared 

_ that the bearing was closed the mem- 

| bers of the committe hastened from 

| the room and went into executive ses- 

} sion in another part of the building. 

| ‘The spectators and the newspaper men, 
all more or less surprised at the turn 
the investigation had taken, soon fol-

them be testified against.”

all the doctors present at the American | 


Medical congress, but nobody had a 
remedy to suggest. 

Dr. Osborne said the strenuousness 
of the life of the average American 
business man has a tendency to in- 
crease cardiac and arterial weak- 
nesses, and that another cause for the 
many breakdowns is the constantly in- 
creasing and reckless use of coal tar 
products for the relief of pain. 

“We hardly realize this daily tension 
and the effects on our hearts unless we 
analyze it,” said Dr. Osborne, who 
comes from.New Haven. “We rise on 
time in the morning, whether by an 
alarm clock or the call of a servant 
or by habit, eat breakfast and read the 
papers on time, a clock in every room 
and a watch frequently in our hand. 
We then, on time, meet office and out- 
side engagements, college appoint- 
ments, consultations, always and con- 
stantly carefully predicting the amount 
of time that will be required and tim- 
ing our next engagement by this de- 


| cision. 


“During the day we rusb up long 
flights of stairs or take elevators that 
go up with a rush and stop with a 
plunge. If we drive, either horse or 
automobile, our hearts stop, jump and 
receive the vaso motor contraction 
check when, by the carelessness of 


| pedestrians or bicyclists, we are sud- 


denly anxious lest we do them an in- 
jury. If we are in a car or vehicle 
managed by some one else we often re- 
ceive the same real or needless shocks 
to our nervous systems and hearts. If 
we are ailing we slight nature’s signal 
to relax and still keep up the pace. If 
we are actually sick, unless we are 
seriously ill, we fight and wrestle with 
the disease, whatever it may be, in- 
stead of calmly giving up and allowing 
the disease to be temporary master of 


_ ceremonies. 


“This describes the life of most of ! 
the men and women of our rapid age | 
and country. Even the school chil- 
dren and, I might say, the young chil- 
dren see too much, do too much, are 
amused too much, receive too much, 
compete in school too much, are taught | 
too much, are awake too much for the} 
welfare of their nervous systems.” 

These are Dr. Osborne's ideas. Near- 
ly all the noted doctors at the congress 
coincide. One who doesn’t is Profess- 
or Hanskehr of Vienna. 

“Tut, tut!’ said Professor Hanskehr. 
“I don’t think this strenuous life of 
you Americans is killing any one. I 
confess I like the American way. The 
hurry, the hustle, as you call it, does 
not, in my opinion, kill men. They 
are put here to work hard. If you 
Americans work harder than other 
people, then you are fulfilling to a 
larger degree the purpose of your be- 
That is my idea of a stren- 
uous life.” 

“T agree with Dr. Osborne,” said Dr. 
Matthew D. Mann of Buffalo, one of 


| the surgeons who attended President 


McKinley after he was shot. “I did 
not hear the paper read, but the idea 
that the Americans drive themselves 
too fast is a correct ope. After the 
heart has been worn by the strain giv- 
en it by the life of the American of 
great affairs it is useless to expert 
drugs to restore it. 

“The constant nervous shocks to 
which Americans subject themselves 
have the same effect as fast driving 
on a high strung horse. Any owner 
or driver will tell you it is not the 
distance the horse is driven, but the | 
speed at which he goes that does the | 
injury.

Pennsylvania’s Law Against 
Cartoons Defended. 


MALIOIOUSCARIOATURES HURTFUL 


Governor of Pennsylvania Thinks 
Good Natured Cartoons Are All 
Right—He Tells James Creelman 
That Fablic Sentiment Is Not | 
Against the New Law. 


When I went into the executive 
chamber at Harrisburg to meet this 
new regulator of the American press I | 
saw a stalwart, burly man of sixty 
yeacs, seated before a large, flat-topped 
desk, says James Creelman in the New 
‘York Wvorid. On the carpet at his feet 
was a circle of commissions, char- 
ters and laws which he had just | 
isigned. Governor Pennypacker had | 
ithrowu himself back in his chair and 
lwas playing with a massive cube of 
erasing rubber. 

Mr. Pennypacker has an impressive | 
physique, wide shouldered, deey; chest- | 
ed, strung limbed—such a husky frame | 
of bone and brawn as the Boers have. 
!He ts Dutch on his father’s side; other- 
wise he is English, German and Welsh 
—all stubborn bloods. His immense 
jhead, high cheek bones and narrow 
ypendulous gray beard suggested at | 
once the mandarin of northern China. 
'T'he dark eyes, almost negroid in their 
expression; the high forehead, wide at 

he base and narrow at the top; the 
dark skin, heavy jaws, and short nose 
heighten the impression of Mongol 
lmagisterialism. It is easy to find such 
a powerful, bony, almost savagely im- 
pressive countenance in the yamens of 
Manchuria. The very look is man- 
darin tike. 

Lt is only fair to say that Mr. Penny- 
ypacker was not eager to discuss the | 

1ew law of libel with me, and it was 
enly when I reminded him that the 
situation in Pennsylvania had caused | 
a national scandal that he ventured to 
make any reply. 

“The object of the new law,” he | 
sald, “ts simply to apply to newspapers 
the law of negligence which applies 
to other businesses to hold newspapers 
clyilly responsible for the damage | 
which they may do. Of course, the | 
newspapers object to the law because 
it aftects their interests, but I have 
deen too long a lawyer, too long a 
judicial officer, to be governed in my | 
official action by the representations 
of one party to a case.” 

“But the very nature of journalism, | 
its complexity and the haste with | 
which news must be gathered and pre- | 
sented make such a law, if it were 
strictly applied, a check upon enter- 
prise and courage,” I suggested. | 

“The very power of the press is a | 
reason why it should be put on a 
footing with other businesses. If 1| 
should throw this p:® of rubber out 
of the window'’—the governor was | 
twirling the huge rubber eraser be- | 
tween his thumb and fingers—“and it | 
should strike a passing citizen in the 
eye | would certainly be responsible | 
in a civil action for my negligence. 
The business of railways is important 
to the public. It also is complex and 
involves haste. Yet the New York Cen- 
tral raitway, for instance, with thou- 
sands of cmployees, is responsible be- 
fore the law for every act of negli- 
gence resulting in damage.” 

“But how are you going to enforce 
euch a law, governor? Public senti- 
ment is against it. Newspapers of all 
parties defy it. If enforceable it 
would suppress the cartoon as an in 
atrumen of criticism and agitation.” 

The newspapers are against it cer 
tainly, although they might as well 
recognize that when a matfer has been 
decried tawfully it is useless to com- 
plain. in this case the law was pre- 
sented to me by the legislature. I had 
to decide for or against it. 1 consid- 
ered the interests of the newspapers, 
and [ also considered the interests of 
the public affected by the newspapers. 
Then { signed the law. For the past 
three months the press of the state 
generally bes commended my official 
acts, but when an act of mine touched 
its special interests it naturally 
attacked me. I deny that public senti- 
ment is aguinst the new press law. If 
you want to know the attitude of the 
newspapers read the newspapers, but 
if you want to know the opinion of the 
people go into the streets, go to the 
dwellings and stores and ask citizens 
what they think. They may tell you 
another story. As for the cartoons, no 
citizen is likely to bring an action be- 
cause of a merely funny cartoon. Good 
natured caricature amuses, malicious 
caricature injures. 


“If you slap a man on the back and 
say, ‘Old man, you are getting bald- 


headed,’ the man would take that as | 


a pleasantry, but if you say, ‘You bald- 
headed old scoundrel’ he would natu- 
rally resent that as a malicious at- 
tack.” 

“Will you take advantage of the new 
law yourself and sue the newspapers 
which are attacking you in cartoons 
today?" 

“I have been too busy attending to 
my official duties to look at the news- 
papers.”

“You say that public opinion is not 
against the law, governor, and yet 
Charles Emory Smith, one of the fore- 
most citizens of your state and a lead-

| ing man of your own party, has bit- 


terly attacked you in public for sign- 
ing it.” 
“Mr. Smith is an eminent citizen of 


| Pennsylvania, and he has always been 


kind and careful in his criticisms, but 
Mr. Smith’s interests are touched by 
this law. He is an editor and his 
whole mind is wrapped up in his news- 
paper, the Philadelphia Press. That 
explains his action.” 

“You certainly must be aware, gov-| 
ernor, that this law is regarded as an 


| outrage all over the country.” 


“An outrage in what respect?” 

“In that it is an attempt to restrict 
and cripple a moral agency which is ap 
indispensable adjunct of free govern- 
ment and that to accomplish this end 
a rule of negligence which does not 
apply to real statements or discussions 
is applied to printed statements or dis- 
cussions; that it is an attempt to pro- 
hibit cartoons. 

“I do not admit that the press is a 
part of the government,” said the gov- 
ernor. “Would you say that a music 
teacher is part of the government? 
And yet a music teacher instructs and 
elevates the people.” 

“Yes, but a music teacher is not 
specially privileged by the constitu- 
tion, nor does a music teacher act as 
an imitator and promoter of political 
discussion or as a critic of the govern- 
ment and as a curb upon official pow- 
er. 7 

“It is said that in signing this law 
you were actuated by a desire to pun- 
ish newspapers which had criticised 
you in the past and to prevent such 
criticism in the future; that the in- 
spiration was spite and revenge.” 

“I will not discuss my motives.” 

“To speak quite plainly, Governor 
Pennypacker, it is pretty generally be- 
lieved that Pennsylvania is a state 
given up absolutely into the control of 
corrupt politicians.” 

“That is absolutely untrue. 


| says such things?” 


“Mr. John Wanamaker, for instance, 
the greatest merchant in your state, 


| told me some time ago that from a po- 
| litical standpoint Pennsylvania was a 


sunken state lying in an almost hope- 
less moral abyss.” 

-“It was very wrong on that gentle 
man’s part to say such a thing. He 


| had ambitions of his own, and they 


were defeated. He based his ambi- 
tions upon his claims as a merchant. 
His failure to accomplish what he de- 
sired may account for his utterance.” 

“But, governor, it is generally be- 
lieved that Pennsylvania is an utterly 
corrupt state, that the only check upon 
corruption has been the independent 
and honest press, and it is charged 
that in signing this law you were 


| merely the instrument of unscrupulous 


politicians who desire to take the brav- 


ery out of the press and to make it 


impossible for it to continue the fight 
for honest laws and decent govern- 
ment.” 

“The fact is,”. said Mr. Pennypack- 
er, “that Pennsylvania is a little bet- 
ter than any other state in the Un- 
ion.” 

“But today, governor—the Pennsyl- 
vania of today?” 

“Pennsylvania of today spends more 
for schools and charities than any 
state in the Union.” 

“But are your elections honest?” 

“As I said before, Pennsylvania is 
a little better than any other state. 
Public offices are managed here on a 
broader and better basis, leading to 
higher thoughts and better results.” 

“Apparently you do not care to an- 
swer the charge that you have been 
used by corrupt politicians as an in 
strument to silence the criticism of the 
press.” 

“You can go back to New York,” re- 
plied the governor, “and you can say 
to the people of New York that the 
governor of Pennsylvania has sat on 
the judicial bench for ten years, that 
at the time of his nomination for gov- 
ernor be had just been elected for an- 
other period of ten years, that he did 
not seek to be governor, that he did 
not desire the office and that he is not 
a politician.” 

“And what do you say to the charge 
that this press law is the result of 
corrupt politics waging war on re- 
formatory forces, and that it is a dis- 
grace not only to Pennsylvania but to 
the whole nation?” 

“It is false! Pennsylvania has sim- 
ply put the newspaper press on the 
same footing with other private busi- 
nesses. That is all there is to the 


law.”

| DEFICIENCY OF THUUSANDS 


Shown In the Free Delivery Depart 
ment on the First of May—Does Not 
Say There Is Evidence of Crime, but 
the Matter Will Be Looked Into 


Washington, May 22.—The postimas- 
ter general, for the first tine, has 
criticised the administration of A. W. 
Machen, the general superintendent of 
the free delivery system, who is out 6n 
indefinite leave of ubsence. 

“This is not the first time iliat a 
deficiency has occurred in the [ree de- 
livery service,” said Mr. Payne, “but 
I regret its existence. At the opening 
ef the last congress Mr. Machen 
pointed out that without additional 
appropriations no more routes could 
be established beyond those ready to 
be installed this year. He said, how- 
ever, if congress appropriated $590,000 
for the purpose the work could be con- 
tinued during the rest of the fiseai year. 


This appropriation was promptly made, 


but it wus exhausted. Despite this 
fact the office (the free delivery ofice) 
was going on increasing the deticiency, 


and if we had not taken steps to cur- 


tail the expenditures and suspeiud the 
establishmant of routes until the begin- 
ning of the next fiscal year, the deficit 
would have been much larger. It was 
not good administration.” 
Continuing, the postmaster yeneral 
said that part of the deficiency was 
Machen was 
given his leave of absence. Li dis- 
cussing the big deficiency in the free 


delivery service Mr. Payne snid: 


“It is very reprehensible for a 
bureau officer to have a deficit of $20,- 
000 rolled up on the first of May. It 


was bad, very bad administration. A 


bureau officer should not incur a de- 
ficit without consulting his superior 
officer, the postmaster general. I can- 
not stand for that kind of aduiusistra- 
tion and I do not approve of it. An 


official must be held to a wore strict 
accounting. 


I do not say that there 
was apything criminal nor anstbiug 
wrong in Mr. Machen’s action, but it 
Was certainly loose acministraticn and 
be should have had his business more 
in hand. I believe, however, that con- 
gress will quickly vote the money to 
cover the deficiency.” 

Mr. Payuc said that A. W. Machen, 
the general superintendent, would be 
given an opportunity to be heard on the 
subject. Mr. Payne was asked p num- 
ber of qtestions as to the effect of 
the discovery of the deficiency us to 
the status of Machen, but he purried 
the questions. He said that the mat- 
ter would be looked into and a_ com- 
munication might be sent later to 
Machen, asking for an explanation of 
the condition of affairs. Vhe entire 
map work of the rural free dclivery 
service has been suspended and no 
more maps will be made pefore the 
beginning of the next fiscal yeac. The 
funds for this purpose have been ex- 
hausted. 

Superintemlent Machen, when told of 
the postmaster general's criticism about 
the free delivery deficit, said there had 
been no intention on his part to de- 
ceive his departmental superiors. He 
said: 

“IT forwarded to Mr. Wynne at the 
close of April a statement of the deficit 
then existiny. Those figures were for 
routes already established. The figures 
for routes to be established May 1 and 


| May 15 and June 1 and June 15 had not 


been then put on the books by the hook 
keeper. Therefore the deficit of $20. 
GOO was not a misrepresentation of the 
actual condition of the appropriation at 
that time. 

“I should have asked congress.” 
added the free delivery superintendent, 
“for a larger sum than $500,000, which 
was voted at the last session for the 
present fiscal year. The pressure for 
more rural routes was very strong and 
I yielded to it beyond what the sppro- 
priation rea .y provided. Yhe same 
thing had been done iu years gone by 
and congress has always readily .oted 
the money necessary to make up the 
deficit.”

NEGRO FRANCHISE. 


The Quincy Point Young Men's club 


held another debate in the vestry of me 


church on Tuesday evening. Mr. J. EF. 
Thomas took the affirmative and Mr. E. 
Barrows the negative, and several others | 
spoke after the debate on the subject— 
‘‘Shall the Negro have the right of 
franchise?’’ 

Although the affirmative had a 
lengthy and strong argument the judges 
decided in favor of the negative. 

Mr. Thomas compared the interest 
the Negro took in this country with the 
white emigrants, saying that the white 
emigraots had relations andeven homes 
in other countries. He spoke on many 
different phases of the subject. 

Mr. Barrows showed that the Negro 
was not fitted to fill the positions of a 
white man and that the 15th amend- 
ment to the constitution was made by 
the people of the North for political 
purposes, 

While the jadges were deciding, Mr. 
. B. Pollard, Dr. Bushnell, Mr. W. 
Newcomb aud Mr. Fryer spoke. 

Mr. Pollard said that the 15th amend- 
ment was enacted for the benefit of the 
Negro. He thought they have always 
been brave men. He cited as an ex- 
ample the work of the 54th regiment at 
Santiago. 

Mr. Fryer thought that every man in 
this country should have the right to 
become equal to any other. He suid if 
they were let alone they would work 
this out for themselves. He also said 
that they were good fighters. 

Dr. Bushnell said that he did not 
agree with Mr. Fryer cuncerning the 
fighting ability of the Negro. 

In reply, Mr. Fryer mentioned the 
Shaw Memorial in front of the State 
House in support of his argument. 

Mr. W. Newcomb said that by actual 
experience it seemed to him in South 
Carolina that the Negro bad more ambi- 
tion than the white man. 

Here Mr. Barrows admitted that 
physically the were superior but not 
mentally.

Travelling Public Will Appreciate 
the New Orders. 


Hereafter people who go to Buston 
nights and get drunk will havea hard 
time getting home unless they walk, 
and if they do that they should be quite 
well sobered off by the time they reach 
Quincy. 

When the Ledger called attention to 
the condition of affairs that existed on 
the late trains from Boston, especially 
on Saturday nights, attention was 
brought to the railroad officials, They 
acted promptly and now not only send 
special officers out on the late trains 
but have pnt extra men on duty at the 
gates in the train shed at the Sonth 
Terminal. When a man approaches 
the gate to enter the train, if he is 
under the influence of liquor, he is not 
only turoed back but run out of the 
depot. 

The new order went into effect last 
Saturday, and the result was that the 
arrival of the late train was attended 
with no more excitement than 
though it had been a train in the middle 
of the day. 

Unable to get home by the trains the 
drunks turned their attention to street 
cars. Here they made such a nuisance 
of themselves that Gen. Bancroft, Presi- 
dent of the Boston Elevated, has issued 
an order that nv more drunks will be 
allowed to ride on their cars, and of 
necessary Officers in citizens dress will 
be carried to preserve order. ‘This 
means that Quincy drunks will now 
bave to walk to Neponset to get home, 
and if they succeed in getting that far 
without arrest, they may have di fii- 
culty in getting transportation further. 

All that is now necessary to make 
the thing complete is for the Old 
Colony system to refuse to earry drunks. 

This has not been done as yet, but it 
is probable that the matter will be 
taken up by the officials and an order 
similar to that on the Boston Elevated 
issued.

WIRELESS PHONE TESTS. 


Conversation Carried on With Hase 
Between Ferryboats. 

T. Comerford Martin, editor of the 
Electrical World and Engineer, was 
geen recently with reference to the 
trials of the Collins wireless telephone 
on north river ferryboats the other aft- 
ernoon, says the New York Times. 

“I talked with ease at a distance 
which we estimated at from 500 to 700 
feet,” said Mr. Martin, “so that the suc-: 
cess of the wireless telephone for that 
distance is not a matter of opinion, but, 
of fact. The sound came to me much 
more clearly than over an ordinary 
land wire and was not confused by the 
ordinary wire noises. | 

“Of course the apparatus used was 
of the most primitive kind, and num- 
bers of changes will suggest themselves 
as the various experiments are made. | 
One occurred to me while we were at it | 
on the river. Mr. Collins’ entire rig- | 
ging consisted of a wire going to the 
masthead and one going to a submerg- | 
ed copper platé used for what would 
correspond to the ground circuit con. 
nection In an ordinary phone, these, 
two being attached to ordinary tele 
phone instruments. 

“We had a great deal of trouble be 
cause various of the submerged plates 
were wrenched off in the wash of the’ 
boat or broken through contact with 
a floating log, and it occurred to me’ 
that it would be perfectly possible to’ 
attach this ‘ground’ wire to the coils 
of the condenser, which, of course, are 
fastened into the hull. In this way, if 
the vessel had a copper bottom, the 
entire bottom surface would become 
available, and the great area ought to

help materially in improving the ee : 


munication. 

“Of course, this is only one of the 
many improvements which probably 
will suggest themselves, but from the 
results attained I should say that the 
marine telephone ought to be of very 
.great use in harbor navigation, both 
as between vessels and between vessel 
and dock. 

“It would not be possible now,” he 
added in answer to a question, “to 
forecast the limitations of the inven- 
tion as regards distance, because it has 
been the experience of all telephonic 
experiments that many things come in 
to complicate the problem when dis- 
tance is the obstacle to be overcome. 
If the marine phone followed the pe- 
culiarities of the land telephone an 
increase of current would not be of 
any assistance. But for the matter of 
that the telephone applied to the pur- | 
poses for which it seems best adapted 
would not need to be able to cover;

MICROBES AT THE POLE. 


Trip to Determine Whether These 
Exist In Arctic Regions. 


One of the most peculiar arctic ex- 


| peditions ever planned is that of Dr. 


J. Charcot, who will soon sail from St. 
Malo, France, on a specially built ship, 
says the Springfield Republican. The 
expedition is also to be under the au-/| 
spices of the Pasteur institute and the 
Museum of Natural History of Paris. 
Dr. Charcot believes that the study of 
baeteriology may be aided greatly by | 
analyses of air and water in the polar 
regions and, above all, the examina- | 
tions of the intestines of polar animals) 
for “primary” microbes, which are so 
abundant in warm or temperate lati-| 
tudes. 

A Professor Levin, it seems, disputes 
the existence of the polar microbe, and | 
Dr. Charcot is going up north to find 
out all about microbes within the fro- 
zen zone. Science ought to be benefit- 
ed by such an expedition. Dr. Charcot 
should be able to settle forever the 
question whether people ever have 
colds north or near the arctic circle.

THE SNAGS OF 
LITERATURE 


(Onginal.)} 

Bardwell Witchester spent several 
years writing stories in the school of 
realism without success. The motives 
of his characters were not plain enough, 
his ideas too philosophic, his hymor 
too delicate, for the general public. At 
least tha® is what his publishers told 
him. He supposed they knew all about 
it and determined to abandon the school 
of realism and try a story with incident 
and action. 

To gather Inspiration from the ocean, 
which he loved, he went to a quiet vil- 
lage at the seashore. On the very 
‘morning of his arrival he met Lucta 
| Penley, the daughter of a cottager. 
| Miss Penley had a way of understand- 
‘ing Winchester’s ideas before he had 
| half expressed them. He told her of 
| his failures in the school of realism 
| and that he was about to write a novel 
|in which the hero and heroine were to 
be pursued by adverse circumstances. 
Seven in ten of the characters were to 
die violent deaths, while the other 
three— 

Miss Penley shook her head. 

“But the publishers”— 

“Never mind the publishers, Be 
what you are or nothing.” 

Winchester was persuaded and re- 
solved to make one more trial of the 
realistic school. As he proceeded with 
his work he read the manuscript to 
Miss Penley. She approved of it, but 
occasionally suggested his bringing out 
an idea or a motive more plainly. 

“You think the public won’t under 
stand?” 

“Tm thinking of your publishers. 
They are one in perhaps fifty thousand 
of your audience, and any stupidity on 
their part is detrimental in like pro- 
portion. Indeed, you must pass them 
to get at the public.” 

“I wonder why I didn’t think of that 
before,” said Winchester musingly. _ 

In the autumn Winchester took his 
manuscript to the city and began to 
send it round the circle of publishers. 
The result was the same as before, It 
was returned with thanks “for being 
permitted to read it.” In despair the 
author worked his way into the sanc- 
tum of one of the persons who had 
read and declined his production and 
begged for his reasons. 

“My dear fellow,” replied the “read- 
er,” “you are too late. During the past 
six months the sensational historical 
novel has appeared and revolutionized 
everything. Six months ago I would 
have recommended your story for pub- 
lication; today I would not dare do so.” 

Then Winchester regretted that he 
had not gone into the sensational 
school. He resolved to shut himself up 
for the winter and do so. He finished 


his story by early spring and submitted 


'{t. Meanwhile the paper covered novel 

| in which such stories had usually ap- 
| peared had passed out and the expen- 
sive cloth book had taken its place, 
Winchester was told that his story was 
too short to be sold “in cloth.” 

With a load on his heart he went 
| home and spent months in lengthening 
lit. When he submitted it again he was 

informed that it appeared to have been 
“padded.” 

Winchester resolved to try once more 
/and make his novel long enough to suit 
!any one. He had noticed that writers 
of genius had demonstrated that there 
| was ample opportunity for high grade 
| literary work in the school of incident 
/ as well as in the school of realism. He 
therefore determined to select a subject 
capable of being worked to advantage 
and make one supreme effort. Five 
years elapsed before he finished his 
magnum opus. His wife had helped 
him with an occasional suggestion and 
after the work was put into good form 
| read it carefully and pronounced it by 
far the best thing he had ever done. 
He felt encouraged, for he had begun 
| to have a great regard for her opinion, 
Then he sent it to the publishers. 

He was crushed by the first reply. 
“If you will cut your story,” it said, 


| “to one-fifth its length, we will gladly 


In its present form it is un- 
available.” 
Again Winchester sought the “read- 


| er’ and asked him his reasons. 


“Within a few months,” replied the 
“reader,” “the whole character of the 
literary market has changed. The 
short story is replacing the long novel.” 

Winchester went home to his wife 
and told her that his hopes had again 
been dashed. 

“Bardwell,” she replied, “I think you 
have had all the pleasure you can get 
with your pen, and that’s all there is in 
it except for one in fifty million, so 
you'd better take up something new. 
How would you like to go into the pub- 
lishing business?’ 

“Why do you suggest that line?” 

“Because before I met you I had dis- 
covered what you have been so long 
learning. You know ‘Rose Drake,’ that 
has been selling by the hundred thou- 
sand lately? Well, I am its author.” 

“Great heavens!”

“‘In my judgment, that’s the worst 
novel ever written. But, as I have 
found my judgment no good, I’m going 
to the opposite extreme, and am ready 
to sign a contract for its publication.’ ” 

“But ‘Rose Drake’ is a beautiful 
story.” 

“Well, now that I’ve made one suc- 
cess perhaps I can make more. We 
might as well have all there is in it. 
So you'd better turn publisher.” 

“T’ll do so,” said the ex-author, 
throwing his arms about his wife. And 
he did, but unfortunately his wife’s 
next novel appeared under an unat- 
tractive title and was a failure. j

Topic.—Power and prayer.—Acts 1, 13 
M4; ii, 1-4, 41. 

That there is an intimate relation 
between power and prayer cannot-for 
a single moment be doubted or denied. 
The arm that moves: the world is the 
arm of God, and the human agency 
that reaches the arm of God is prayer. 
“Ask and ye shall receive, seek and ye 
shall find, knock and it shall be opened 
unto you.” Thus we have God's em- 
phatiec promise through His Son that 
He will answer prayer, and prayer 
thus becomes the means of onr obtain- 
ing power fgom God. 

The topical references in a striking 
manner illustrate the relation of power 
and prayer. In them we see the cause 
and the effect. Like links in a chain 
of consequences, they follow each other 
until the results are manifest. They 
begin with prayer and end with power. 
“These [the apostles and the women] 
all continued with one accord in prayer 
and supplication,” praying undoubted- 
ly for the Holy Ghost, who had been 
promised.

WEEKLY TRADE H=ViEW 
Business Somewhat Hana capped by 
Hot Weather and Labor Troubles 
New York, May 23.—R.G. Dun & 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Weather conditions and the Jabor sit- 
vation are the dominant intiuences in 
the busineess world. Uusexsonably 
high temperature at many points, espe- 
cially in the east, stimulated retail 
trade in wearing apparel and other sum- 


mer merchandise to an unvsual de- 
gree, but had a ‘nost unsatisi£actory 
effect upon vegetution, which was 


promptly reflected in diminished orders 
for supplies and in some causes there 
were cancellations, 

On the whole there are fewer wage 
earners voluntarily idle, yet the spirit 
of unrest has caused the abandonment 
of some new entarprises and postpone~ 
ment of others. which means less de 
mand for structural! saateria!s and labor. 
Aside from these two adverse factors 
the trade situation is favorable. Manu- 
facturing plants are generally well oc 
cupied, especially in footwear, iron apd 
steel. Tratftic on the railways is heavy. 

Advances of about 5 percent in wide 
sheetings indicate that the cotton goods 
market is beginning to respond to the 
higher raw material. A still more en- 
couraging sign is the greater interest 
displayed by purchasers, although this 
bas not materially increased business, 
owing to a corresponding reserve on 
the part of sellers. There is great re- 
luctance among niill owners to contract 
for distant delivery, and a furtler cur- 
tailment is noted in productive ca- 
pacity. Warm weather stimulates 
activity in wash goods for quick de- 
livery.

Two Services. 


Historical Address by 
C. H. Porter. 


Sermons by Rev. £.C. Butler and 
Fr. Roche. 


Paul Revere Post 88, G. A. R., at- 
tended services Sunday morning at the 
First church and listened toa strong 
address on heroism by Rev. Ellery C. 
Butler. The two flags of the Post oc- 
cupied a prominent place on the pulpit 
platform and beautiful cut flowers 
adorned the communion table and side 
of the pulpit. 

Rey. Mr. Butler’s text was from the 
eighth verse of the third chapter of 
Ecclesiastes, ‘‘there is time for war.’’ 

Tuerc is at the bottom of every 
human life a little spot of ~yrit, he 
said. A man who in battle who says 
he will not be taken alive is not a hero 
but one senseless of danger. Men may 
face death fearlessly yet be a bully and 
coward. Washington was. a_hero be- 
cause he was great in soul, A hero is 
not the act alone but the feeling that 
prompted it. 

No accident of birth can make a 
hero. It is common to all men. It 
may exist at West Point, yet he never 
knew anything more cowardly than 
their conduct to the first year men. 
The very essence of heroism lies ip 
doing plain humblest duty. It is the 
common soldier that makes the hero. 
War is the result of unsatisfied human 
nature. It only excuse is the urgent 
need of peace. We need today the 
man with sharp brains, not the sharp 
sword, 

ie who strikes” for his Guuntry in 
time of war is no more a hero than he 
who strives for his couutry in time of 
peace. There was never a time when 
sincerity was more needed than now. 
There was mueh talk about patriotism 
today but it was usually by gentlemen 
whe want a fat office, and ‘the votes 
to put them there. We want men 
whom the office seeks, not men who 
seek the office. What makes New Eng- 
land a power in the whole world? Not 
its wealth but the spirit of those who 
could not live in the old country but 
came here. They were the stuff of 
which heroes are made, now and for- 
ever. The Puritans had their faults 
but they were as honest as steel and 
that is what we want. As the people 
are, so will the leaders be. 

Col. Charles H. Perter then gave a 
brief history of the Civil war and of 
Paul Rever Post. During the war 
2,814,304 men enlisted for from sixty 
days, to three years. This includes 
those who reenlisted,but not the 50,000 


in the navy. No correct figures could | 


be®given of the Confederate strength, 
but estimates give it as 700,000 to 


1,500,000. A conservative estimate was 
1,200,000. 
During the war there were 2000 


battles and skirmishes. 110,070 were 
killed or died of wounds, and 249,458 
died of disease. Ofthe Confederates it 
was estimated the loss was 330,000, a 
total of 615,245 on both sides.

I am not prepared to state the extent 
of my aid, but I am Lere to say that I 
recently issued a circular to all or- 
ganized labor in America to aid the 
strikers of Lowell. lope that money 
will come in sufficient amouuts to en- 
able you to buy bread and miaintala 
your manhood and womanhood, und if 
you fail it will not be my fault. 

“The operatives want to go back to 
work self-respecting and with ajubi- 
tion to perform their old duties to the 
best of their ability. If it met the ap- 
proval of those deleguted by you I 
would feel it my duty to bring this con- 
test to an honorable close, and if you 
cannot go back without sel? respect I 
advise you to leave Lowell and make 
your living where youmay. When self- 
respect is gone, all eise of the future 
goes with it.”

estate shal! not be invalid merely for the reason 
that the interest of the mortgagee therein has 
not been assessed to him.—<Sect. 45, Chap. 12, 
Revised Laws. 

When a statement in conformity to the law 
above quoted is brought in, the real estate 
therein returned will be assessed under Sects. 
16, 17 and 18 of Chap. 12 of the Revised Laws. 
But in cases where the mortgagor of the real 
estate has agreed in writing to pay all taxes 

thereon, no statement or return is 
required from either the mortgagee or mort- 
gagor unless requested by the assessors in 
writing. t

WORK REVIEWED. 


Dr. Todd Has a Heart-to-Heart 
Talk With His People. 


The Rev. Dr. Todd preached a heart- 
to-heart message to his church Sunday 
morning from Phil. 4:6. His theme 
was grace, which meant he said, the 
unmerited favor of Jesus Christ which 
saved the soul, and the favor shown to 
us daily in his good providence. It 
also meant to Christian people that 
which gives sweetness, gentleness, 
peace and love. It meant not only 
good morals in a Christian but pleasant 
manuers, 

Every convert in the early church be- 
came cultured in this sense to some 
extent. There existed a genial courtsey 
and considerateness among the early 
apostolic church was more easily ob- 
tained in this age. The fragrance of 
the rose is more religious than the 
thorns of the thistle. This grace was 
the wisdom of the serpent without the 
sting in its tail. Its motte js **Give 
me vSur hand my trusty friend,’’ and 
it is infinitely nobler than ‘‘touch me 
if you dare.’’ It has all the barmless- 
ness of the dove without eithey the 
simplicity or obstinacy of the fatuous. 
Its presence made man trustful, not 
suspicious; friendly not jealous. — It 
never hates nor condemns until guilt is 
proven and then as justice is tempered 
with mercy. 

In reviewing his ministry of two 
years and nine months, Dr. Todd said 
they had been greatly blessed with 
peace and prosperity. He said he had 
made a great sacrifice in salary in com- 
ing to them, but he had been amply re- 
warded for the Lord Jesus had died to 
bring peace among men. Seventy mem- 
bers had been added to the church and 
twenty had been dismissed, leaving a 
net gain of fifty. 

The work among the young people 
had been greatly strengthened, and the 
church had the largest Junior C. E. 
society and the largest Bible class, 
excepting one, in the Presbytery of 
Boston, whereas three years ago the cry 
in the church was,‘how can we get hold 
of the young people. 

Financially, the church had raised 
one third more money than in the three 
years previous; and he heartily thanked 
the church for their assistance and co- 
operation. He closed by advising the 
members to be of one mind, consider 
the feelings and opinions of each other, 
live and labor together and they would 
accomplish greater things in the future, 
and by saying if he is ever led to an- 
other pastorate he would wish to be 
led to one as well conditioned and 
equipped for work as the one he leaves,

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Makes First Formal Demand 


For Increase In Prices 


WHEAT AT $1 A BUSHEL 


That They May Share Country’s Un 
equalled Prosperity—Labor Receiv- 
ing Higher Wages Than Ever Be- 
fore and Should Share Proceeds 


Ind‘anapolis, May 25.—The Amez- 
ican Society of Equity {ssued a bulletin 
today to the farmers of the United 
States demanding an increase in the 
price of wheat, arguing that the wini- 
mum price of wheat should be $1 a 
bushel and urging the furmers of the 
United States not to sell for less thar 
that price.” The society has beau or- 
ganized with this city as national head 
quarters to maintain higher prices for 
farm products by co-operation of the 
farmers of the country, and this is the 
first formal demand for increase in 
prices as the result of the combination. 

The bulletin sets out the clairus that 
as this is an era of unequalled pros- 
perity, demand for commodities is un- 
precedented, labor is "eceiving higher 
wages than ever before and the demand 
for and consumption of wheat is greater 
than ever before, with a !ow visible 


supply. The bulletin then says: 
“It is evident that the American 
farmers cannot produce more than 


about 12 bushels per acre on an aver- 
age, which, at 88 cents a bushel, repre- 
sents $10.56 an acre, to cover all the 
work, seed, twine, threshing, market- 
ing, ete., un amount that searcely 
equals the simplest machine that the 
tarmer buys, yet which represents only 
a small fraction of the factory invest- 
ment, capital and labor employed. 

“Who dare say, in the face of these 
evidences, and considering the present 
higher range of values for nearly every 
other commodity produced in the coun- 
try, that wheat at this time and for the 
next crop is not equitably worth $1 per 
bushel on the basis of the Chicago 
market, and that other farm crops 
should be on a corresponding basis? 

“Farmers, keep this matter in taind: 
keep dollar wheat $1 at Chicago Le- 
fore you, and you will get it us sure 
as the sun rises in the east and sets 
in the west. Above all, however, we 
implore you, don’t be fools. Wheu you 
get the equitable price let it xo. Sell 
on the basis of $1 and 1o less, but don't 
hold for more, or you may run up an 
unwieldly surplus, which must eventu- 
ally compel lower prices.”

TREMENDOUS SPEED MADE 


Resulting In Accidents Which Caused 
Death In Many Instances—Premier 
Combes Forbids Continuance oj 


Centest on French Territory 


Paris, May 25.—The first stage in the 
Paris-Madrid automobile race, from 
Versailles to Bordeaux, 313 iiles, 
finished at noon Sunday, whea Louis 
Renault dashed at a furious pace iute 
Bordeaux, having made a record run 
of 8 hours and 27 minutes. An hour 
later M. Gabriel arrived with a still 
better record of 8 hours aud 7 min- 
utes, It is estimated from tlie times 


made that these automobiles covered 
62 miles an hour on the road outside the 
cities. 

During the afternoon word of the 2c- 
eidents began to arrive and cast a 
cloud over the event. A dispatch from 
Bordeaux announced that Lorraiue 
Barrows had met with a shocking ac- 
cident near Libourne. Barrows had 
tried to avoid a dog which was cross- 
ing the track, and his car struck a 
tree with terrific force. His chauifeur 
was killed outright. Barrows himself 
was picked up unconscious, but still 
breathing, and was taxen to a hospital, 
where his condition was declared to be 
critical. His car was dashed to pieces. 

Shortly afterwards news came tuat 
Marcel Renault had been overturned in 
a deep ditch beside the road near Couhe, 
andtbat he was dangerously injured. 

Near Bonneval, 19 miles from Char- 
tres, a machine driven by M. Porter 
Was overturned at a railroad crogsiug 
and took fire. The chauffeur was 
caught underneath the automobile and 
burned to death,-while two soldiers 
and a child were killed. 

A chauffeur was badly injured by an 
accident to his motor car near Anzou- 
leme, 

A woman crossing the road in the 
neighborhood of Ablis was run over by 
one of the competing cars and killed. 

In view of the number of accidents, 
some fatal, in the first stage of the 
race, Premier Combes has forbidden 
the continuance of the contest on 
French territory. The second stageof 
the race, which was to have been con- 
tinued tomorrow, included a run over 
French teritory from Bordeaux. 

It is reported that the Spanish goy- 
ernment has also forvidden the can- 
tinuance of the race op Spanish ter- 
ritory. 

Many lesser breakdowns and casual- 
ties are reported. 

The name of W. K. Vanilerbilt, Jr., 
disappeared from the reports along the 
route after Rambouillet, where he 
passed 28th in order at 4:45 in the 
morning. ‘The omission of bis name 
from the dispatches from Chartres, the 
next town on the road, caused some 
anxiety. It was learned later that he, 
Henri Fournier and Baron DeForest 
withdrew from the race together be- 
fore reaching Chartres. All of them 
suffered breakdowns. 


Versailles passed a night of wild ex- 
citement. It is estimated thut 100,000 
persons crowded into the little tewn to 
witness the start of the rave.  Sol- 
diers with fixed bayonets Ilued the 
track for some distance from Versailles. 
A bomb was exploded at 8:35 a. m. as 
a signal to get ready. Auother bonih 
was fired at 4.45 for the start and then 
an enormous machine shot forward 
amid the shouts of the thousands of 
spectators. The other cars followed in 
quick successian. Mme. DeUast, tho 
sole female competitor in just year’s 
Paris-Berlin race, was again the only 
woman to participate in the present 
contest. Her machine was decked with 
flowers and her departure wus the 
signal for a great ovation. She made 
a splendid run, passing five of her 
competitors before reaching Chartres. 
The last departure was at 6.45. 

The reports along the rcute soon 
showed that Louis Renault was mak- 
ing a great race and before Churtres 
was reached he had gained a Jead which 
he never lost. Dispatches frora Veao- 
dome, Tours and Poistiers told of bis 
passing through ahead and Yurdeaux 
sent the announcement ef his arrival 
first, in 8:17. He hed beaten Henri 
Fournier's record of 8:44. Charles 
Jarrett finished second, having coy- 
ered the course in 8:44. M. Gabriel ar 
rived third, his time being §:27. Other 
contestants who made fast time -vere 
J. Salleron, 8:10; Baron De Crawher, 
a J. B. Warden, 8:30; and M. Voigt, 

The result of the first stage of the 
race appears to be a draw between 
thea merits of the light” and heavy 
vehicles. Louis Renault drove a ligt 
machine, weighing 650 pounds end of 
80 horse power, while Gabriel drove a 
heavy machine of 70 horse pewer, 
weighing 1000 pounds. 

Most of the papers this morning 
comment with satisfaction on the stop- 
page of the race. They dilate on the 
dangers of racing, but offer no sugges- 
tions as to the prohibition or regula- 
tion of such racing in general. 

It is stated that Louis Renault's au. 
tomobile attained at Beourdiniere, be- 
tween Chartres and Bonneyal, a maxi- 
mum speed of 88 8-4 niles an hour. 

The illuminations which were fixed 
for last night in honor of tha automo- 
phe have been countermanded as 
a mourning for the persens

Three Score Were Enjoying Sunday 
Entertainment In a Barn 
Westerly, R. 1., May 25.—Police from 
Providence and Westerly swooped 
down Sunday on a barn here owned by 
Mort Gross at Shannock and arrested 


47 out of 60 spectators at a cock fight 
which was in progress at the time. 
Twenty-two of the men arrested gave 
their names and furnished bonds for 
their appearance in the Westerly court 
next Thursday, but the other 25 de- 
manded an immediate hearing. ‘The 
22 men allowed to go after they bad 
furnished sureties for their tppear- 
ance, while the remaining 25 were 
handcuffed in pairs and brought here 
tor a hearing. On the way to the-ity 
one of the prisoners, a negro named 
Delmonico Clark, secured a file and 
succeeded in cutting nearly thrcvgh 
the chain that bound him to his com- 
panion. The file was taken from him, 
new handcuffs supplied, and the jourrey 
to the city continued. 

When the men appeared in court ail 
pleaded guilty to the charg: preferred 
against them, and a uniform fine of $5 
and costs was imposed, except In the 
case of Gross. He was fined $35 and 
costs, amounting in all to $17. 

The polica believe the arrests and 
convictions will put on end to the sport 
in this vicinity.

In all points of sailing, as they 
were brought out in the triangular 
course over which the boats sailed, the 
new boat clearly outclassed her rivals.

DR ANDREWS CONVERTED 


To the Idea That Gold Should Be the 
Standard of Monetary Value 
Lincoln, Neb., May 25.—Free_ silver 
has lost an advocate in the person of 
Dr. E. B. Andrews, formerly president 
of Brown university and now chancel- 


lor of the University of Nebraska. In 
an address before the class in ethics 
Dr. Andrews announced that he no 
longer entertained the views he had once 
held concerning silver coinage. ‘That 
change in views had been gradual in 
its development, but his opinivun was 
now fixed and definite. 

In company with many others a few 
years ago, Councillor Andrews sald, he 
had been misled by the arguments of 
public mea, particularly a certain 
geologist of Europe, who, after much 
study and investigation, had announced 
that the supply of gold was being ex- 
hausted and the world’s mines would 
soon cease to yleld a sufficleut quan- 
tity of that metal. This made it neces- 
eary that there be another standard 
of value. Time had proved the prophecy 
of the geologist to be false. Instead of 
lessening, said the chancellor, the output 
of gold has greatly increased, nnd the 
supply now seems inexhaustible and, 
as a result, prices of commodities, in- 
stead of going to a lower level, have 
constantly appreciated. 


Cloudburst In Oklahoma 

Enid, O. T., May 25.—Hundreds of 
persons were rendered houiwless and 
property damage to the extent of more 
than $300,000 was done in the Enid 
bottoms alone by a cloudburst west of 
this city. A bank of water three feet 
bigh and 200 feet wide swept down 
through the bottoms at midnight, carry- 
ing houses and everything before it. 
It came upon Enid without warnlig 
while most of its citizens were asleep. 
Within a few minutes 100 houses were 
submerged. Rescuers went to work 
immediately and all night labored to

Many Auto Racers Wished to 
Continue Contest 


AT LEAST SIX FATALITIES 


Probability That Speed Races In 
France Will Be Stopped by the Au. 
thorities—Clarence Moore Describes 
Terrific Speed Attained by Racers 


Paris, May 26.—It is now possible 
to assemble from the many reports 
along the route of the first stage of the 
Paris-Madrid automobile race a com- 
plete list of the casualties. ‘his shows 
six persons killed, three so dangerously 
injured that they may die and 10 se- 
tiously injured. The dead are: 

Pierre Roderiz and Mr. Barrow, ma- 
chinist, collision with a tree: NLeon, Mr. 
Porter’s machinist, burned under auto- 
mobile; Normand, M. Tourand’s ma- 
chinist; Dupuy, soldier; Caillon, cyclist; 
und an unknown peasant wWolun. 

Bordeaux reports that many ef the 
competitors desired to abandon the 
race, but otiiers insisted that their 
bonor required them to resume it at the 
Spanish frontier if possible. but the 
Spanish government later forbade the 
race and thus compelled its complete 
abandoument. The manufacturers 
have agreed that as a road race is im- 
possible the meeting will be resumed 
within a clased course. 

The correspondent of The Associated 
Press interviewed a nutuber of the lead- 
ing American vnd = Freneb antomo- 
bilists, und they all expressed horror 
at the series of accidents and added 
that in their opinion it would end speed 
races in France and at other points on 
the continent. 

The speed limitations which have 
been fixed by the French and Spanish 
governments will put an ena to ang 
chance of fast time being made he- 
tween Bordeaux and Madrid and the 
balance of the race will be run under 
tourist conditions. The stretches of 
road beyond Bordeaux are more diffi- 
cult than the route covered from 
Versuilles, owing to the many hills 
and sharp turnings. 

Clarence Moore of Washington, the 
whip and wuthority on sports, lias re- 
turned from an inspection of the track, 
for which unusual facilities ‘were 
granted him by the judges of Sunday's 
race. He timed Louis Renault's car as 
it passed him and he found it “as 
making 7442 miles an hour. ‘The auto- 
mobile of M. Gabriel, the winner, he 
says, gave forth a deep bass soar as it 
leaped the steep incline near Chart-es 
like a huge rabbit bounding up a aill. 
He saw Jarrett approaching at light- 
ning speed. A huge black masti got 
right in the path. Jarrett realised that 
te try to avoid the dog would throw 
Lis car against a tree and ne steered 
directly for the dog. He struck the dog 
squarely and it was pinned in front of 
the automobile for half a minnt2 .nd 
then dropped to the grounl ietweea 
the wheels. Mr. Moore and others ex- 
amined the carcass of the dog and found 
that there was not a bone left in its 
body over two inches long. 

Concerning the effect of the accidents 
Mr. Moore expressed the opinion that 
it will stop the excessive speed of races 
and that this would really be beneficial 
to true sport. He says the Paris Madrid 
race is less a contest of sportsmanship 
than a competition between rival wak- 
ers seeking to gain a reputation. Many 
makers offer large premiums to un- 
known men to induce them to break 
records.

Mr. MacCartney did a great denl of 
work as secretary of the Industrial 
Peace society, which contended that 
Political action is necessary to effect 
public co-operation. He began bis po- 
litical career in the fall of i899 when 
he was nominated for representative to 
the general court from the Fourth 
Plymouth @istrict. MacCarmey fav- 
ored the bill to allow cunning on Sun- 
day and was, to the surprise of all, 
elected representative by a large plu- 
rality.

DENS MUST BE CLOSED 


If Work Is to Proceed at 
Bremerton Navy Yard 


STRONG POLITICAL ACTION 


Brought to Bear Upon Acting Secre- 
tary Darling to Revoke His Order, 
but Without Avail—Change In Com- 
mandership Also Stands as Planned 


Washington, May 26.—Uuti] he is 
satisfied with conditions at Bremerton, 
Wash, in the vicinity of the navy yard, 
acting Secretary Darling will direct 
that no mere ships be ordered there for 
repair or docking. The work, so far 
as practicable, will be done at the Mare 
Island navy yard. Ships too large for 
docking at Mare Island will come to the 
Atlantic coast. 

Telegraphic instructions have been 
sent to the Pacific squadron, which was 
about to proceed to Bremerton for re- 
pairs, to remain at San Francisco un- 
til further orders, and Mr. Darling has 
wired Captain Bleecker, the acting 
commandant at Bremerton, regarding 
the truth of newspaper reports that the 
Bremerton town counci! had declined to 
approve the revoking of the licenses of 
the saloons and gambling houses on 
Front street and that these places were 
still in operation. 

If these reports be true Mr. Darling 
says the depariment has been misled, 
Some time ago, because of the evil in- 
fluences which investigation showed ex- 
isted directly outside the Bremerton 
yards, an order was issued that no 
more ships be sent there until] this con- 
dition was remedied. Although power- 
ful politica) influence was brought to 
bear on the department to revoke this 
order, Mr. Darling stood his ground, 
and not until the Bremerton authorities 
officially informed him that the licenses 
for all saloons and gambling houses on 
Front street had been reyoked and 
these places closed did he cousent that 
the gunboat Ranger go there for dock- 
ing. That vessel has just arrived at 
Bremerton. 

Mr. Darling desires that whenever 
practicable the yzrd at Bremerton shall 
be kept busy, but he fs determined that 
American sailors shall not be sub- 
jected to evil influences such as have 
existed just outside the gates of the 
Bremerton yard. 

It is announced that the orders re- 
cently issued to Captain Barclay to take 
command of the Bremerton yard will 
not be revoked in favor of Captain 
Bleecker, the present acting com- 
Mmandant. Secretary Moody was urged 
by the United States senutors 


from 
Washington to revoke Captain Bar 
clay’s orders and appoint Captain 


Bleecker commandant of the yard. A 
telegram has been received from the 
secretary approving the issuance of 
Captain Barclay’s orders and announe- 
ing that he had informed the senators 
of his views on the case. Captain 
Bleecker has not informed the depart- 
ment that the Bremerton town council 
has declined to close the objectionable 
resorts. He has been telegraphed to 
for information. 

If it is necessary to keep ships away 
from Bremerton the New York will 
probably come to Atlantic waters sooner 
than was anticipated for an overbaul- 
ing, which will require two years’ work. 
If temporary repairs can be made at 
Bremerton the New York wil! remain 
on the Pacific coast for another vear,

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FOR ACCEPTING BRIBE 


Attorney In Postal Depart- 


ment Dismissed 


WARRANT FOR HIS ARREST 


As Well as That of His “Partner” or 
Go-Between—Charged With Having 
Made a Deal With the Ryan Turf 
Investment Concern of St Louis 


Washington, May 26.—-Post-naster 
Genera] Payne has summarily dismissed 
Daniel VY. Miller, assistant attorney in 
the office of the assistant attorney gen- 
eral for the postoffice depart nent, for 
accepting a bribe in connection with 


the case of John J. Ryan & Co., charged 
with fraudulent use of the mails. A 
warrant was issued for Miller’s arrest. 

Another warrant has been issued for 
the arrest of a man who Is charged 
with being the partner or a go-between 
in the transaction. A postoffice insdec- 
tor has gone west from Cincinnati to 
effect the arrest. The bribe is alleged 
to have been accepted at Cincinnati 
last December. 

Miller came here from Terre Haute, 
Ind., about two years ago. Ie was 
appointed by former Assistant Attorney 
General Tyner. ‘The charge against 
Miller has been under investigation for 
three months. The Ryan oapiany 
was a turf investment concern which 
operated at St. Louis and Covlagton, 
Ky. Its methods and working cpera- 
tions are said to be similar to thos? 
of the Arnold company, which has 
figured conspicuously in the postoffice 
investigation. The inspectors have 
been quietly at work on the case and 
action was delayed so they might get 
together all the papers and evidence 
which, in their opinion, was necessary. 

Postoffice Inspector Vickery at Cin- 
cinnati and Postoffice Inspector Fulton 
at St. Louis recently were given full 
charge of the case. Complaint was 
made by InspectomFulton before a 
United States commissioner in Ci:ncia- 
nati Saturday and a warrant was then 
{ssued for Miller and for the other 
party. Inspector Fulton immediately 
came to Washington, while another in- 
spector went west from Cincinnati to 
make the other arrest. Miller was at 
his desk all day yesterday. He was 
called into the office of Assistant At- 
torney General Robb shortly after 3 
o'clock in the afternoon and notified 
of his immediate dismissal and of the 
steps that had been taken. 

The Ryan company was the )hene- 
ficlary under a decision of the assistant 
attorney general of the postoffice de- 
partment, made several months ago, 
subsequent to the decision in the 
Arcold case and couched in practically 
the same terms as that decision. 

Those decisions declared the con- 
cerns named to be free to use the muils. 
The Arnold decision, it is stated, was 
signed by Assistant Attorney General 
Tyner and the Ryan decisiou py Georze 
C. Christiancy, the law clerk of the 
department, who was then acting as- 
sistant attorney general on account of 
Tyner’s protracted illness. Chris- 
tlancy was nt the postoflice departinent 
yesterday on a summons from the de- 
partment and was closely examined re- 
garding the case. 

It is stated that the amount offered 
Miller as a bribe aggregated several 
thousand dollars and was in the form 
of a cash payment, followed by a 
check. This payment is alleged to have 
taken place in Cincinnati, so the case 
will be tried 1 ere. The penalty for the 
offense is punishable by a fine not 
more than three times the amouit 
asked or accepted and by imprisonment 
of not more than three years. 

Miller was last night placed under 
arrest by a deputy marshal. He 
waived examination and was released 
on $1500 bods for appearance at court 
in Cincinnati next fall. The warrant, 
it is learned, charges conspiracy in- 
stead of bribery, as first reported. A 
warrant on the same charge has been 
issued for the arrest of Joseph M. 
Johns, a lawyer of Rockville, Ind. It 
was intended to have both arrests made 
at the same time, but no report bas 
been received yet of Johns’ appre- 
hension. 


Politics In New York Postoffice 

New York, May 26.—Charzes, sup- 
ported by documentary evidence, that 
promotions in the New York postoftice 
have been secured through political in- 
fluence, have been made to Postmaster 
General Payne by Louis M. Ehrich, for 
eight years a clerk in the general post- 
office, Ehrich was dismissed on May 
7 for being absent 85 days without 
leave and falling to obey the orders of 
the postoffice doctor. He asserts that 
in reality his dismissal was due to a 
lack of political influence, and that the 
charges made against him wer: not 
supported. Ehrich produced a letter 
from District Leader Lexow explain- 
ing that as others had been more active 
than he, their names stood at the head 
of the list of applicants for Increase of 
salary. Favored employes, he says, re- 
ceived increases of $200 a year, while he 
had only one increase in elght years. 


Searching Pond For Child 
Gloucester, Mass., May 26.—The po- 
lice have begun a search of Webster 
pond, expecting to find in it the body 
of the 4-year-old son of Mr. and Mra.

Bridgeport, Conn. May 26.—The 
trolley strike situation is as far from 
a settlement as it was the day the 
conductors and motormen went out.

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YIELDS TO PRESIDENT 


Hanna Withdraws Oppositior 
to Endorsement 


ROOSEVELT NOT FROM OHIO 


And Therefore Has No Particular 
Claim Upon the State, Which, How- 
ever, Has No Candidate—Opinion 
That Direct Issue Is Forced 


Cleveland, May 27.—Senator Hanna 
has decided to offer no further opposi- 
tion to a proposed resolution in the 
coming Republican state convention 
endorsing the candidacy of President 
Roosevelt for another term. Mr. Wanna 


made the following statement to The 
Associated Press representative: 

“I am in receipt of a telegram from 
President Roosevelt which indicates to 
me his desire to have the endorsement 
of the Ohio Republican state conven- 
tion of his administration and candi- 
dacy. In view of this I shall not oppose 
such action by the convention, and I 
have telegraphed the president to that 
effect.” 

It is the general belief, however, 
among those close to the senator, that 
he still doubts the advisability of the 
adoption of a _ resolution endorsing 
President Roosevelt's candidacy by this 
year’s convention. 

Senator Hanna declares that Ohio 
will have no Republican candidate for 
the presidency next year. “I see,” said 
the senator, “that Senator Foraker 
suys the propriety of endorsing Roose- 
velt at the coming state convention 
can’t be questioned, and points to past 
instances of similar action in Ohio. He 
also calls attention to the action of 
New York, which endorsed loosevelt. 
It is all right for New York to endorse 
Roosevelt, as be is from that state. We 
endorsed McKinley on the same ground, 
but it was a case of the favorite son. 
Roosevelt is not from Ohio and has no 
claim upon Obio more than any other 
candidate. If Obio bad a candidute, 
the convention might with perfect 
propriety endorse him, but Oliio bas no 
such candidate.” When the senator 
was asked if Ohio might not have a 


candidate at the last moment, hie said: 
“No, no; there is no such possibility. 


That is most-ridicvlous. 1 baye heard 
bo man but Roosevelt mentioned even 
as a possibility anywhere.” 


Opposition Will Be Uncovered 

Washington, May 27.—News_ reach- 
ing Washington that President Roose- 
velt had given out a statement on the 
Ohio endorsement situation, which is 
regarded as a call on his friends in 
that state to vote for such a resolution, 
caused a political sensation. It is re- 
garded here as making the issue direct 
between Roosevelt and Hanna. It will 
also have the effect, it is thought, of 
uncovering whatever opposition there 
may be to President Roosevelt's nomi- 
nation. It was said by a prominent 
administration supporter that the 
monopoly interests in the country, 
which bave been both secretly and 
openly opposed to Roosevelt's nomiun- 
tion, intended to make a stand in Ohio 
as a test case, using whatever assist- 
ance Hanna could give this movement. 

An interesting incident in connection 
with the Ohio situation was the ap- 
pearance in Washington of two promi- 
nent negro Republicans from the south, 
who in the past have been members 
of the national committee and who 
were responsible for the statement tbat 
a majority of the negroes of the south 
are opposing the president's nomina- 
tion and favoring Hanna as a candi- 
date. 


Foraker’s Comment 

Washington, May 27.—When the dis- 
patch announcing that Senator Hanna 
would not oppose an endorsement of 
President Roosevelt at the coming Ohio 
state convention was showu to Senator 
Foraker he dictated the following state- 
ment: 

“J am very much gratified to learn 
that Senator Hanna has withdrawn his 
opposition to the endorsement of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's candidacy in 1904. 
Not on any personal grounds, for 1 
bave not at any time had any personal 
interest in the matter, but solely he- 
cause I think endorsement good for 
Senator Hanna and the party as well 


as for President Roosevelt, who Las well 
earned a second term by the splendid 
administration he has givenus. The re- 
sult will be a harmonious convention 
and an enthusiastic and unanimovs en- 
dorsement for Senator Hanna for an- 
other term in the senate.”

Large Nickel Steel Ingot. 


One of the first shipments expected 
to arrive at the Fore River shipyard 
over the new Fore River branch of 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. from 
Braintree, which will be opened for 
service in a few days, will be the larg- 
est nickel steel ingot ever shipped from 
the Carbon Steel Company of Pitts- 
bargh.

| Agents Will Attempt to Oper- 
| ate Lowell Cotton Mills 


MEN INVITED TO RETURN 


| On Schedule That Existed Before the 
Shutdown—Many Think Trouble 
Will Soon End, but Union Officials 
Say Managers Will Be Disappointed 


Lowell, May 27.—The Lowell cotton 
mills will reopen next Monday. The 
treasurers of the several corporations 
held a meeting in Boston aud xpproved 
the action of tbe mill agents In decid- 
ing upon this date. It is now nearly 
three months stnice the mills closed, 


and so many of the strikers have indi- 
cated to the mill management a desire 
to return to work that the agentsagreed 
among themselves that they will give 
them an opportunity on June 1 <o re- 
turn. The plan is officially announced 
bere. 

Union officials in Lowell are non- 
committal regarding this move, except 
to say that they expect the mill agents 
will be more disappointed than the 
strike leaders next Monday; the infer- 
ence to be drawn from this being that 
so few of the skilled operatives, like 
the mule spinners, loom fixers, beaim- 
ers and slasher tenders, wil! report for 
duty as to make it extremely dificult 
for the mills to remain in operation. 
The action of the mill treasurers in 
Boston was reported immediately upon 
the adjournment to Secretary South- 
worth of the Lowell Cotton Manufic- 
turers’ association, and he made the 
formal announcement. 

In this proposition to resume opera- 
tion there is no promise of higher 
wages. The strikers will be invited to 
return on the schedule that existed be- 
fore the strike, with an assurance of no 
discrimination against them in conse- 
quence of the strike. It is expected 
that the operatives will be given their 
former positions in the mills as far as 
possible, though in many instances it 
may become necessary to reorganize 
the various crews so as to buve some 
operatives in each department; for the 
agents themselves do not expect to find 
a very large representation of skilled 
help in the departments strongly 
unionized. 

Many of those who left Lowell when 
the trouble began are expected to re- 
turn, some of them having stated that 
their departure was only temporary. 
At one of the boarding houses it wes 
stated that of the 125 who boarded 
there while the mills were running 
nearly 100 went eway when the gutes 
shut down, but informed the boarding 
house management that they intended 
to return as soon as the mills opened. 

It is believed that should the mills 
find it impossible to get Lhwir rkilled 
help back, they will shut down agein 
for several months. There are those, 
however, who think that the strike will 
be ended tn a short time, although the 
union officials deny that such will be 
the case. The news that the wills 
would attempt to run was particularly 
welcome to business men, 1s the strike 
Las been on eight weeks !ast §: tur- 
day, and trade was beginnins to bo 
seriously affected. 

Overseers and second hands are call- 
ing their help back from other cities. 
Aft a meeting of the Creek operatives 
last night it was voted to return to work. 

The mijls are being put tn shape for 
the resumption of work. All depart- 
ments will probably not be ready to 
start on Monday, but there will be work 
enough for all who return.

Ac- 
cording to the police the deputy had 
both hands thrust into his coat ] ockets 
in a suggestive manner and as he ap- 
proached the crowd he called out: “Now 
let me hear you holler; whoever is 
looking for trouble can get it right kere.” 

Callahan once more attempted to go 
through the crowd and his action so 
angered the people that Toliceman 
Pierce placed him under arrest. The 
chief of. police consulted Mayor Sulli- 
van in\wegard to the matter and it was 
finally decided to charge the deputy 
sheriff with attempting “to incite riot.” 

Judge Clark held a special session of 
the town court and after hearing the 
facts in the case released Callahan on 
bonds of $50. When the deputy sheriff 
was searched two revolvers were found 
in bis coat pockets.

A SENSATIONAL CLIMAX 


To Investigation Into the Mis- 
deeds of Machen 


IS PLACED UNDER ARREST 


Said to Have Received Nearly $19,000 
In Bribes Krom Contractors In Less 
Than Three Years—Contractors Are 


Also Arrested and Held 
Washington, May 28.—By far the 
most sensational development of the 
postotlice mvestigation, up to this time, 
occurred When Augustus W. Machen, 
general superintendent of the free de- 
livery service, was arrested on a war- 
rant issued on the information of post- 
oftice inspectors charging him with hav- 
ing received “rake-offs” trom contracts 
made with the local firm of Groff Bros. 
for a patent postal box fastener. 

The warant specifically charges him 
with receiving $18.981.78 since Aug. 8, 
i900. It is alleged, however, at the de- 
paurtinent that tiis amount does not 
represent all that Machen obtained in 
connection with these contracts, it be- 
ing charged that he has profited by 
them for several years prior to the 
date of the first contract mentioned in 
the warrant. Other arrests are to fol- 
low. 

Immediately after Machen was taken 
into custody the postmaster general Is- 
sued an order removing him from office, 
He had been practically under  sus- 
pension for a fortnight pending the in- 
vestigation into his bureau. 

The discovery of Machen’s alleged in- 
terests in the contracts was made quite 
accidentally by the inspectors some 


three weeks ago and since then their 
energies hed been directed toward 
making out a case. Tuesday night, 


after the authorities had become con- 
Vinced that they were in possession of 
the necessary evidence, Machen was 
notified to appear at the department 
Wednesdiuy. He did so and was sub- 
jected to a “sweating” process by the 
inspectors and General Bristow for 
three hours, but no admissions that he 
protited by the contracts could be se- 
cured from him. He declined to an- 
swer many questions on the ground 
that they related to his private busi- 
ness, hut insisted to the end that he 
had not received a cent ifimproperly. 
Nevertheless, he was arrested on the 
warrant which had been prepared and 
taken before United States Commis- 
sioner Taylor, where his attorney imme- 


Giately demanded a full heariag. As- 
sistant District Attorney ‘Taggart, 


however, Was not ready to proceed with 
the case and the hearing was set for 
June 5. Machen cave a $20,000 bond, 
furnished by a VPhiladalphia bonding 
company, for his appearance. 

After his release he declined to make 
any statement beyond the single dec- 
laration that the whole thing was a 
grand stand play and would come out 
all right. His attorneys declared that 
at the proper time they would show 
conciusively that Le lad been guilty of 
ho wrong in connection with the con- 
tracts and, on the contrary they would be 
able to show that his administration of 
the free delivery service had been char- 
acterized by ability and integrity. The 
department officials claim that their 
evidence is conclusive. It is understood 
that civil suit will be entered to re- 
cover from Machen the amount he isal- 
leged to have received on the contracts. 

Diller B. Groff, ore of the partners 
in the firm of Groff Bros., who are ac- 
eused of having bribed Machen for 
the purpose of procuring purchase by 
the government of their lettcr box 
fasteners, called at police hezdquarters 
last night, stating that he had hearda 
warrant for his arrest was out.

MUCH LARGE WORK. 


Shafts, Crank Shafts, Davits, Gun 
Forgings, etc., at Shipyard. 


A great deal of large work is engag- 
ing the erergies of the Fore River 
machine shop. One of the most impor- 
tant jobs is the shaft for Fall River 
freight steamer, ‘This will be nearly 29 
feet long and 21 inches in diameter. 
The crank-sbaft connections are also 
being turned. Another large piece ‘of 
lathe-work is the shaft for one of the 
battleships, which is 17 and a half in- 
ches in diameter and 37 feet long, hol- 
low-bored. The forgings for the six- 
inch guns are also being turned—25- 
foor long tubes with jackets of 16-inch 
bore. These latter are made in groups 
of four and turned and bored before 
separating. 

The davits for the United States 
cruiser Des Moines are also in hand. 
The two for the steam cutter are 28 and 
a half feet long and nine and a half 
inches at the largest diameter; those 
for the 30-foot launch are 26 feet long 
by seven and a half inches. 

The struts for the propeller shafts of 
the New Jersey have been made ready 
and those for the Rhode Island 
the shop.

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STRIKE LEADERS’ MOVE 


To Prevent Resumption of 
Work at Lowell 


SPECIAL MEETINGS CALLED 


At the Hour of Opening Mill Gates— 
Agents Expect Enough Former Em- 
Ployes to Return to Start Machin- 
ery—Will Be No Discrimination 


Lowell, Mass., May 28.—'he strike 
leaGers are making every effort to hold 
the skilled operatives from returning 
to work in the cotton mills Monday. 
They addressed meetings of the loom 
fixers and slasher tenders last nightand 
neither of these unions took a rote ou 
the question of returning to work. Spe 


cial meetings of the unions Lave been 
called for Monday morning at the hour 
of opening the mills in the effort to keep 
these men from entering the gates. ‘The 


loom fixers have voted to bavea roll- 
call Monday morning. 
There is sure to be friction in the 


unions if all the members are given an 
opportunity to vote on the question 
whether or not they shall return to 
work, because the new members are not 
as loyal to the union as the old ones. 
The Textile council will meet again 
next Sunday and by that time will have 
learned pretty thoroughly the seunti- 
ment of the strikers. 

The mill agents are confident that 
enough of their former employes will 
return Monday to enable them to start 
eperations if they are not wholly de- 
pendent upon the unions. In fact 17 
nappers and five beamers are at work 
in the Tremont and Suffolk mi:ls, And 
at the Textile council headquarters 
there has been posted a list of vaines 
of 16 nappers who are called ‘strike 
breakers.” 

In this attempt to resume op-ration 
the mills will act in the same spirit of 
harmony as when they closed the estab- 
lishments. Treasurer Clark of the 
Boott mill says that if the unions 
should decide to direct their attention 
to any one mill and succeed in keep- 
ing that closed, the treasurers will 
retaliate by closing all the mills again, 
and there will be a lockout. 

Their principal concerr now is to find 
out how many really want to go back 
to work. ‘The skilled kelp will be en- 
gaged without any question, then un- 
skilled labor will be taken in in suf- 
ticlent numbers to keep them supplied. 
There will be no discrimination against 
union members, excep Nossibly against 
the mule spinners, who, went out from 
the Lawrence mills and afterward lost 
their chances of coming back to that 
mill because of the substitution of ring 
spinning frames for the mules they 
cperated before the strike. At lesstone 
ot the mills will refuse to hire any of 
them. 

Even the strike leaders are invited to 
return to their former positions. “It 
would be unfair to discr‘minate against 
them,” said one of the agents. “They 
simply misunderstand the situation, 
and no doubt have done whut they be- 
lieve to be right, but it is unfortunate 
that they should mislead these people. 
All the assurance we kave tiat the 
strikers want to return is what we hear 
from people coming in every day or 
writing to ask us how soon we will open 
so that they may go to work, and they 
have become so numerous that we be- 
lieve there is a general desire for work. 
They have asked us to open, ai:d now it 
is up to them.” 

Greeks professed grim determination 
at the outset to remain out till the in- 
crease is granted, and to draw ro pay 
from the unions meantime, but they 
have changed front materially in the 
last few days, and now that they see 
a chance to go back to work they say 
openly and freely they will accept it. 
Many of them got together in an in- 
formal way to discuss the change in the 
situation, and incidentally passed a yole 
to break away from the strike and re- 
turn to the mills. 


Lives With Bullet In Brain 

Glens Falls, N. Y., May 28—A case 
which is exciting the interest of the 
medical profession in northern New 
York is that of Joseph Bailey of this 
city, who, since November, has lived 
with a 22-calibre bullet in his brain. 
Bailey, who is 19 years old, was shot 
in a street fight. He has recovered 
his health, but his mind is a blank, 
and he is an imbecile. 


Becoming Weary of Exile 

Middletown, N. Y., May 28.—Eugene 
B. Quick, the defaulting treasurer of 
this city, has been heard from in San 
Francisco.

We 
will, in a fashion quite Aluerican, and 
With an open handedtess always dis- 
played when human distress appeals to 
us, assist the families made headless 
and robbed of support by 1nurder and 
those who, wounded and terrorized, and 
in hunger and want, have been driven 
from their homes 

“I desire to avoid sounding a_ dis 
cordant note, but yet I caniot refrain 
from the suggestion that the moral ef- 
fect of our protest aud the usefulness 
of this demonstration will not 
lessened if indulbitable 
proof before we accuse the government 
of Russia with guilty complicity in 
the crimes committed within her 
borders; and it seems to aie we may 
well consider the proper seiationship 
between nations before we demand the 
pronounced interference on the part of 
our own government. 1 do not say that 
the Russian governmeni may not, by sins 
of omission or commission, be justly 
deserving of our condemnation: Lut we 
should not be swift to assume this, when 
we remember that we ourselves Lave 
found it impossible to prevent mob vio- 
lence and murderous assaults in Wyo- 
ming and upon Italians in Loulsiana.

Although the 
Josiah Quincy of today is fast approach- 
ing his prime (born in 1859), his life 


in recent years has been exclusively 
spent in attaining political positions.

. THE THAYER MYSTERY 


Heavily Insured Man’s Body Ex- 
humed and Intestines Removed 
Newton, Mass., May 29.—The grave 

of Edward M. Thayer of this city, who 

died suddenly early this month, while 
carrying $500,000 of life insurance, 
was opened late yesterday afternoon 
and for two hours the body lay in the 
cemetery chapel. During that time the 
intestines were removed by Medical 

Examiner Draper of Boston, assisted 

by a local undertaker, and then the 

body was again lowered to its resting 
place in the grave. 

The whole effair was conducted with 
the same attempt at secrecy that has 
characterized the matter from the ime 
of Thayer's sudden and unexpected 
death ata Boston hotel. Every avenue 
to the grave was closely guarded und 
only the members of the party of tive, 
focluding, besides the physician and 
undertaker, Officer Shaughnessy, who 
was on guard at the grave, Chief of 
Police Tarbox and Superintendent 
Ross of the cemetery, were present 
when the body was taken from the 
grave. 

The same secrecy was maintained 
while the body rested in the chapel and 
during its second interment. Last 
night the sentries who have guarded 
the cemetery for weeks paced up and 
town as if nothing had happened, and 
even the location of the grave is yet un- 
mnown to the many curious persons 
who have been attracted to the ceme- 
tery by the mystery surrounding the 
case. 

What disposition is to be made of the 
parts removed from the body is not 
known, but it is believed they will be 
subjected to a chemical examination 
in an effort tq determine whether or 
net poison is present.
